Excerpts  from  Remarks  Made  at  a  Meeting  of 
Sewanee  Bishops. 

On  August  2,  1867,  Sewanee's  first  semi-permanent 
chapel  was  begun.  It  was  called  St.  Augustine's  Chapel 
in  honor  of  St.  Augustine's  College  at  Canterbury, 
England,  which  assisted  Bishop  Quintard  in  raising  the 
money  which  made  possible  the  beginning  of  actual 
operations  in  the  University.  That  little  building  was 
32  feet  by  24  feet  in  the  nave  and  had  a  chancel  of  12 
feet  by  16  feet.  The  opening  ceremonies  were  held  in 
St.  Augustine's  Chapel  on  September  18,  1868;  and 
more  significant  than  that,  even  the  first  classes  were 
held  in  that  Chapel.  Certainly  in  those  days  no  other 
structure  could  in  so  significant  a  sense  be  called  the 
heart  of  the  University.  For  forty-three  years  it  con- 
tinued to  be  the  spiritual,  and  to  a  surprising  extent 
the  academic,  center  of  the  life  of  the  school.  Even 
after  many  other  buildings  had  been  erected  Dr.  Du- 
Bose  taught  Moral  Science  in  the  North  Transept  and 
General  Kirby-Smith  taught  mathematics  in  the  South. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  University  every  Vice- 
Chancellor  has  been  inaugurated  in  the  Chapel  with  a 
distinctly  religious  service;  and  every  degree  has  been 
conferred  in  the  Chapel  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  and  every 
graduate  has  been  sent  on  his  way  with  a  charge  that 
he  conduct  himself  with  uprightness  and  integrity  to 
the  glory  of  God,  to  the  honor  of  the  State,  and  to 
the  good  name  of  this  University. 

By  the  time  the  University  was  half  a  century  old 
eleven  stone  buildings  for  other  purposes  had  been 
built,  but  the  Chapel  where  the  entire  student  body 
assembled  more  often  than  anywhere  else,  though  en- 
larged nine  times,  "elongated  like  a  telescope  and  ex- 
tended like  a  Bedouin's  tent,"  remained  the  plainest 
wooden  structure  on  the  campus.  The  inappropriate- 
ness  of  this  was  fully  evident  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  they  resolved  to  make  the  erection  of  a  proper 
chapel  to  be  called  All  Saints'  Chapel  the  chief  ob- 
jective of  the  Semi-Centennial  Celebration  in  1907. 
Plans  were  drawn,  money  was  raised,  construction  was 
started,  and  then  a  general  financial  panic  occurred  in 
1907.  When  the  Bank  of  Winchester,  in  which  the  un- 
expended Chapel  Fund  was  on  deposit,  failed,  con- 
struction had  to  stop,  and  the  stark  stone  walls  stood 
still  uncovered  when  the  Semi-Centennial  was  actually 
celebrated. 

Soon  thereafter  a  temporary  roof  was  placed  upon 
the  unfinished  structure  and  in  this  makeshift  condi- 
tion it  has  been  in  full  use  for  nearly  another  half 
century.  During  that  interval  eleven  more  stone  build- 
ings have  been  completed,  but  the  Chapel  remains 
imperfect  and  inadequate,  almost  exactly  as  it  was  at 
the  end  of  our  first  half  century.  Surely  we  must  not 
let  a  hundred  years  go  by  without  bringing  that  work 
to  its  proper  consummation.

In  1904  Major  Fairbanks  said,  "The  intent  has  al- 
ways been  before  the  Trustees  that  the  Chapel,  when 
erected,  should  be  the  University's  best  and  costliest 
edifice."  No  lesser  distinction  is  compatible  with  the 
Chapel's  significance  in  this  Church  University.  I  do 
not  mean,  of  course,  that  God  cannot  be  worshipped 
worthily  in  humble  surroundings.  God  will  respect  the 
widow's  mite  if  it  is  the  best  that  she  has  to  offer.  What 
is  important  is  that  no  one  offer  less  than  his  own  best 
to  our  Lord.  Let  us  look  at  what  we  have  built  and 
are  building  for  other  purposes,  and  be  sure  that  we 
deal  not  unworthily  with  God. 

And  let  us  delay  no  longer.  If  we  can  build  a  gym- 
nasium and  a  new  dining  hall  and  several  new  dormi- 
tories, surely  we  can  build  a  Chapel.  And  we  must  do 
it  ourselves.  We  can  ask  others  for  dormitories,  li- 
braries, laboratories,  etc.,  but  the  Chapel  should  be 
the  work  of  the  Church.  All  that  we  Episcopalians 
really  need  is  the  courage  and  the  conviction  to  go 
after  what  is  right.  We  can  build  whatever  we  ought 
to  build.  We  need  not  be  satisfied  with  admiring  the 
chapels  which  Oxford  and  Cambridge  found  necessary 
and  provided.     We  can  do  as  well  ourselves. 

Just  as  the  building  of  a  proper  Chapel  was  seen  as 
the  one  most  important  goal  for  the  Semi-Centennial 
Year,  so  we  must  see  it  again  as  the  only  proper  climax 
for  the  Centennial.     But  this  time  we  must  not  fail.

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Eighteen  Bishops  Agree  On  Chapel  Completion 


At  Sewanee  on  December  LS  and  \\, 
there  took  place  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable meetings  in  Sewanee's  first 
century.  Eighteen  bishops  gathered  to 
discuss  the  completion  of  All  Saints' 
Chapel  and  other  matters  touching  on 
the  welfare  of  the  University.  For  such 
a  number  of  busy  men  to  leave  their 
dioceses  two  weeks  before  Christmas 
was  itself  the  best  possible  indication 
of  the  importance  of  the  project. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  R.  Bland  Mitchell. 
Bishop  of  Arkansas  and  Chancellor  of 
the  University,  presided.  The  Chapel, 
they  decided,  must  be  the  work  of  th<- 
Church.  Each  bishop  accepted  an  ob- 
jective and  bishops  not  present  will  be 
asked  to  join  them.  The  completion  of 
All  Saints'  Chapel  will  be  a  part  of 
each  bishop's  address  to  his  diocesan 
convention. 

Methods  of  raising  the  sums  will  va- 
ry but  in  each  case  probably  one  of 
three  plans  will  be  used:  special  so- 
licitation of  large  gifts  from  persons 
oarticularly  interested,  subdivision  of 
.he  goals  to  parishes  within  the  dio- 
ceses, and  third,  separate  capital  cam- 
paigns for  the  chapel  alone  or  linked 
with   other  diocesan   needs. 

Ten  dioceses  have  already  taken  ac- 
tion on  the  chapel  plans.  Tennessee 
y  responded    to    Bishop    Barth's    call    "to 


accept  her  part"  and  will  make  a  $50,000 
Kilt  from  the  diocese's  capital  funds 
campaign  for  $500,000.  Louisiana  re- 
quested that  the  sanctuary  and  east 
window  be  made  a  memorial  to  Bishop 
Leonidas  Polk.  Atlanta's  Council  gave 
unanimous  consent  to  the  diocese's  Se- 
wanee Committee  to  raise  $31,600  in 
L9S6  and  1957  under  the  chairmanship 
of  retiring  trustee  Philip  Alston,  Jr.  A 
number  of  year-end  gifts  came  from 
Atlanta  for  this  purpose.  Texas  has 
accepted  its  share  of  the  goal. 

Florida  allocated  $25,000  of  the  Ju- 
han  Youth  Fund-Florida  Episcopal 
Foundation  now  being  raised.  Missis- 
sippi will  defer  action  until  1957,  ac- 
cording to  Bishop  Gray's  statement  to 
his  council  in  January.  Alabama  will 
pay  its  share  in  two  annual  install- 
ments. Arkansas  approved  an  All 
Saints'  objective  for  a  minimum  of 
$15,000.  West  Texas  placed  its  new 
suffragan,  the  Rev.  R.  Earl  Dicus,  '36, 
in  charge  of  raising  its  objective  of 
$30,000,  voting  to  defer  a  planned  cap- 
ital funds  campaign  of  its  own  to  give 
priority  to  the  chapel.  In  South  Flori- 
da, largest  of  the  owning  dioceses,  an 
executive  committee  voted  to  incor- 
porate its  share  in  a  diocesan  capital 
funds  campaign  of  approximately 
$750,000. 


Ford  Grants  $301,500 
To  the  University 

The  Ford  Foundation  included  the 
University  of  the  South  in  its  unprece- 
dented half-billion  dollar  gift  to  hos- 
pitals and  colleges.  Sewanee  received 
not  only  the  standard  grant  based  on 
its  annual  faculty  payroll,  a  grant  simi- 
lar to  that  which  went  to  614  other  ac- 
credited institutions  of  higher  learning, 
but  also  received  a  "bonus"  grant  of 
nearly  $100,000  for  the  meritorious 
efforts  it  has  made  in  recent  years  to 
advance  its  faculty  salaries. 

It  ought  to  be  noted  that  the  bene- 
factions of  Mrs.  Alfred  I.  duPont  to 
Sewanee  in  the  past  decade,  the  bulk 
of  them  specifically  earmarked  for  in- 
creases in  faculty  salaries,  were  un- 
questionably a  controlling  factor  in 
qualifying  Sewanee  for  the  additional 
sum.  $287,500  went  to  the  educational 
enterprise  and  $14,000  was  allocated  to 
the  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital,  owned 
by  the  University  and  operated  for  the 
welfare   of  six  surrounding  counties. 

The  major  portion  of  the  grant  -  - 
slightly  less  than  $200,000— must  be 
placed  for  at  least  ten  years  in  the 
permanent  endowment  of  the  Univer- 
sity. Considerable  latitude  is  allowed 
in  the  use  of  the  rest.

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Matchless  in  Philanthropy

The  gift  of  the  Ford  Foundation  to 
private  colleges  in  America  is  match- 
less in  the  history  of  philanthropy.  Its 
influence  for  good  in  the  nation  is  al- 
most incalculable,  not  only  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  gift  itself  but  for  the 
fact  that  it  focuses  attention  on  the 
plight  of  the  nation's  institutions  of 
learning  and  their  underpaid   faculties. 

It  ought  not  be  overlooked,  how- 
ever, that  this  grant,  large  as  it  was, 
does  not  solve  the  problem.  The  an- 
nual salary  of  the  college  teacher  will 
be  raised  between  $100  and  $200  by 
1S58  as  a  direct  result  of  the  transfer 
of  the  $210,000,000  which  will  be  made 
in  the  next  two  years.  The  total  Ford 
gift  is  about  one-third  of  what  the 
colleges  of  the  nation  need  every  year. 
The  actual  income  from  the  Ford  gift 
— about  $12  million  a  year — constitutes 
only  2  percent  of  the  $600,000,000  in 
gifts  needed  annually  by  America's 
private  educational  institutions.  In 
1955,  America's  private  colleges  raised 
$500,000,000,  or  5 /6th  of  what  they 
needed.  Income  from  the  Ford  gift, 
had  it  become  effective  in  1955,  would 
have  raised  college  gift-income  from 
83.3  percent  to  about  85.3  percent  of 
its  estimated   needs. 


In  death  as  in  life,  Phil  Whitaker 
served  Sewanee.  Appended  to  the 
front-page  announcement  in  the  Chat- 
tanooga Times  of  his  sudden  passing 
was  the  request  of  the  family  that 
gifts  to  All  Saints'  Chapel  be  made  in 
lieu  of  floral  offerings.  About  seventy 
people  sent  almost  $1,000  to  the  com- 
pletion fund,  the  increasing  of  which 
for  several  years  has  been  a  personal 
hobby  of  Phil's. 

Philip  Bailey  Whitaker  had  a  talent 
for  inspiring  leadership,  a  gift  for  ar- 
ticulate speaking,  and  a  spirit  of  great 
nobility  and  charm.  Sewanee's  eter- 
nal dilemma  is  exemplified  in  Phil 
Whitaker.  When  a  great  spirit  develops, 
his  loss  is  so  tragically  and  so  keenly 
felt!  The  Whitakers  are  a  Sewanee 
family  and  probably  three-fourths  of 
the  living  alumni  of  the  University 
have  known  one  of  its  members.  To 
Mrs.  Whitaker,  and  their  son,  Phil, 
Jr.,  '55,  and  to  Kenneth,  '20,  to 
Kenneth,  Jr.,  '43',  to  James,  '52,  to  their 
families  and  to  a  list  of  Whitaker  rela- 
tives among  the  alumni  group  go  heart- 
felt sympathy  from  those  to  whom  his 
life   was   an   inspiration.

Eugene  M.  Kayden,  elected  professor 
emeritus  of  the  department  of  eco- 
nomics by  the  regents  in  November,  is 
shown  here  with  General  L.  Kemper 
Williams,  '08,  who  retired  as  chairman 
of  the  board  of  regents  last  June.  Pro- 
fessor Kayden  was  cited  for  "unspar- 
ing devotion  to  the  profession  of  teach- 
ing, never-ending  search  for  truth  in 
his  broad  fields  of  learning,  stimula- 
tion to  the  minds  of  his  students"  and 
for  contributing  "to  the  high  standing 
of  this  University  in  the  academic 
ivorld."  Mr.  Kayden  is  teaching  one 
seminar  in  economics  this  semester  and 
is  translating  classic  poetry  and  prose 
of  his  native  Russia  into  English. 


How  much  is  a  faculty  worth?  There 
are  several  ways  of  computing  the 
value  of  fifty-two  people.  The  Ford 
Foundation  has  come  up  with  a  tenta- 
tive amount  which  deserves  examina- 
tion. If  we  presume  this  philanthropic- 
agency  would  not  give  more  than  a 
faculty  is  worth  then  we  may  assume 
that  its  directors  felt  the  Sewanee 
faculty  is  worth  at  least  $287,000.  This 
is  approximately  $5,519.23  per  man  or 
$35.94  per  pound  of  professor.  In  the 
last  amount  we  do  not  count  Mr.  Ab- 
bott Martin,  whose  weight  would 
throw  the  whole  calculation  off. 

We  don't  want  to  argue  with  the 
Ford  Foundation  (indeed,  such  a  wish 
could  hardly  be  farther  from  our 
thoughts)  but  we  submit  that  this 
faculty  is  worth  a  great  deal.  Having 
a  constitutional  right  to  an  editorial 
opinion  (let's  see,  where  is  that  Arti- 
cle?), we  say  here  and  now:  we  think 
it's  the  best!

On  the  Mountain 


Basketball  Team  Has  Winning  Year  With  11-9

An  upset  76-72  victory  over  power- 
ful Mississippi  State  highlighted  a  vie  - 
torious  season  for  Sewanee's  sharp  - 
shooting  hoopsters.  And  for  the  first 
lime  in  recent  years,  a  Sewanee  bas- 
ketball team  seemed  sure  to  end  the 
season   with  a   national   ranking. 

Among  small  college  teams,  accord- 
ing to  statistics  of  the  National  Collegi- 
ate Athletic  Association,  Sewanee,  ai 
the  end  of  14  games,  was  in  6th  place 
in  the  nation  in  team  defense.  For  the 
season  Sewanee's  opponents  scored  an 
average  of  60.5  points  per  game  while 
Sewanee  scored  an  average  of  69.4 
points.  Vanderbilt  made  a  higher  score 
against  top-ranking  Kentucky  than 
against  Sewanee's  tight  defense. 

Four  characteristics  of  the  Missis- 
sippi game  have  been  typical  of  the 
Tigers  since  the  season  opened  on  De- 
cember 1:  excellent  coaching,  fast,  ag- 
gressive play,  high  scoring  by  guard 
Joe  Alligood,  and  strong  support  from 
the  spectators. 

Coach  Lon  Varnell  has  turned  oul 
another  of  his  smart,  smoothly  work- 
ing outfits  this  year  and  has  welded  a 
combination  of  two  seniors,  two  ju- 
niors, and  two  freshmen  into  one  of 
the  best  small  college  teams  in  the 
South. 

State  felt  the  keenness  of  Varnell's 
basketball  mind  as  the  wily  mentor 
shuffled  his  six  first  line  players  in  and 
out  of  various  combinations  through- 
out the  game  and  kept  the  Maroons 
constantly  expecting  the  unexpected. 
Varnell  has  consistently  used  seniors 
Steve  Green  and  Joe  Alligood  at  guard 
and  junior  Larry  Heppes  at  forward. 
(Green  is  the  captain  and  Alligood  the 
alternate  captain  of  the  team.) 

Two  six  and  one-half  foot  freshmen, 
Dick  Dezell  (younger  brother  of  last 
season's  captain,  Jim)  and  Jim  Roberts, 


have  alternated  at  center  and  forward. 
Sometimes  they  are  both  in  the  game 
together,  sometimes  one  or  the  other  is 
at  forward,  or  perhaps  at  center.  Most 
versatile  man  of  the  six  is  junior  Jack 
Banks,  who  can  play  any  position  on 
the  court  with  speed  and  almost  reck- 
less  abandon. 

Coolest  man  on  the  floor  and  top 
scorer  for  the  evening  in  the  Missis- 
sippi State-Sewanee  contest  was  little 
Joe  Alligood,  who  stands  well  under 
six  feet,  a  midget  in  these  days  of  su- 
per tall  hoopsters.  He  is  no  midget  ill 
the  scoring  department,  however,  and 
i:-  far  and  away  Sewanee's  high  point 
man.  Working  from  the  guard  posi- 
tion, Joe  makes  most  of  his  field  goals 
from  the  outside  and  possesses  an  un- 
canny eye  for  the  long,  looping  type  of 
basket.  He  scored  32  points  against 
State,  his  second  best  performance. 
His  best  was  in  the  Howard  game 
at  home,  when  he  netted  34  points,  a 
Sewanee  home  game  record.  Joe  in 
20  games  tallied  374  points,  an  average 
of  18.7  per  game.  Following  him  are 
Heppes  with  277  for  a  14.6  average  and 
Green  with  221  for  an  11.1  average. 

School  spirit  has  undoubtedly  had  a 
lot  to  do  with  Sewanee's  winning  rec- 
ord. The  gym  has  been  filled  with 
students  and  noise  at  every  home  game. 
The  end  of  the  State  game  saw  one  of 
those  rare  sights  in  these  days  of 
sophisticated  college  students:  jubilant 
Sewanee  men  swarmed  on  the  court 
and  carried  victorious  coach  Varnell 
off  on  their  shoulders. 

The  Tigers  defeated  Mississippi  State, 
Oglethorpe,  Millsaps  (twice),  Howard, 
Transylvania,  Lambuth  (twice),  Chat- 
tanooga (twice),  and  Southwestern. 
Sewanee  lost  to  Vanderbilt,  Howard, 
Birmingham-Southern  (twice),  South- 
western, Mississippi  College,  Tusculum, 
Transylvania,  and  Centre. 


(jift  Income 
Over  $1,000,000 

The  University  of  the  South,  which 
in  1954  placed  twelfth  in  the  nation  in 
total  gift  income  among  men's  colleges 
(Harvard  first,  Wesleyan  second,  Yale 
third),  smashed  its  own  record  in  1955. 
With  $1,130,177  for  the  calendar  year 
just  closed,  this  Episcopal-owned  in- 
stitution of  570  students  topped  its 
1954  high  of  $969,138  by  15  percent. 
The  '55  figure  does  not  include  a 
$301,000  bonus  grant  by  the  Ford 
Foundation  announced   in   December. 

Principal  gift  item  in  Sewanee's  to- 
tal was  $920,136  received  for  its  capi- 
tal fund  campaign.  The  Sewanee  Cen- 
tennial Fund  with  $2,449,028  in  hand, 
now  seems  assured  of  passing  its 
$2,800,000  at  least  a  year  ahead  of  its 
June  1957  deadline.  The  next  largest 
category  was  "Sewanee-in-the-Bud- 
get"  of  Episcopal  parishes  and  dioceses 
which  overreached  its  $100,000  goal  by 
20  percent  for  a  total  of  $119,742.  In 
addition,  there  were  offerings  taken  for 
theological  education  on  the  fourth 
Sundav  of  January  1954  which  came  to 
$27,006.  Bishop  Frank  A.  Juhan  is 
chairman  of  the  Sewanee  Centennial 
Fund  and  Hinton  F.  Longino  is  chair- 
man  for  Church  Support. 

Gifts  to  the  University-owned  Emer- 
ald-Hodgson Hospital  came  to  $14,725 
for  general  purposes  and  to  $34,867  for 
its  pediatric  clinic.  Miscellaneous  un- 
designated gifts  for  operating  expenses 
amounting  to  $14,700  (including  sev- 
eral significant  corporation  gifts)  ac- 
counted for  the  rest  of  the  total. 


Captain  Kline 
Heads  A  ir  Service 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  Per- 
cival  Elliott  Huger  Hangar  at  Jackson- 
Myers  Field,  an  air  service  is  being 
installed  by  Wendell  F.  Kline.  USN 
(retired),  manager  of  the  University  of 
the  South  Airport.  Captain  Kline  is 
former  skipper  of  the  U.S.S.  Guadal- 
canal and  of  a  naval  air  station  at 
Corpus  Christi  and  is  now  president  of 
the  Sewanee  Civic  Association. 

The  "field  above  the  clouds"  is  one 
mile  northeast  of  the  campus  on  the 
old  Monteagle  road.  The  turf  landing 
strip  is  2,800  by  200  feet  at  1,950  feet 
above  sea  level. 

Flight  lessons,  air  taxi,  and  air  par- 
cel services,  storage,  fuel,  oil,  and  car 
rentals  will  be  offered.  Captain  Kline 
is  naval  aviator  No.  3730  and  holds 
civil  aeronautics  administration  certifi- 
cates as  commercial  pilot  and  flight  in- 
structor. He  has  lived  at  Sewanee 
since  1949  and  is  owner  of  the  former 
vVill  Percy  place,  "Brinkwood."  over- 
looking Lost  Cove.  He  wants  to  hear 
from  a  licensed  airman  desiring  to 
make  a  professional  connection  with 
the  airfield.

Temporary  Seminary, 
Kirby-Smith'sPoze'  hatan 
Burns  to  Ground 

A  fire  of  unknown  origin  totally 
destroyed  Sewanee's  temporary  theo- 
logical classrooms  and  offices  in  Pow- 
hatan Hall  on  Monday  evening,  Febru- 
ary 13.  Students,  nineteen  of  whom 
lived  in  the  building,  were  at  supper 
when  the  alarm  sounded.  By  the  time 
water  could  be  brought  to  the  blaze 
it  was  far  beyond  control  and  the 
former  home  of  General  Edmund  Kir- 
by-Smith  was  a  heap  of  ashes.  Nothing 
was  saved. 

Although  the  value  of  the  building, 
a  little  over  $20,000,  was  covered  by 
insurance,  most  of  the  possessions  of 
the  theological  students  were  not.  To 
a  man  they  were  reduced  to  the  cloth- 
ing on  their  backs.  Class  notes,  type- 
writers, theses,  thousands  of  dollars 
worth  of  books — these  were  the  real 
losses  of  the  fire. 

Bishop  Edmund  P.  Dandridge,  acting 
dean,  has  sent  a  letter  to  friends  of 
the  seminary,  asking  for  gifts  to  the 
dean's  discretionary  fund,  out  of  which 
the  students  can  buy  necessary  cloth- 
ing and  books.  The  day  had  been 
warm  and  the  theologs  were  at  Gailor 
Dining  Hall  without  their  overcoats. 
Checks  and  Records  Lost 

The  dean's  office  suffered  serious 
losses.  Numerous  checks  from  Theo- 
logical Education  Sunday  (January 
22)  were  on  Bishop  Dandridge's  desk 
awaiting  his  personal  acknowledgment. 
There  is  no  way  of  knowing  from 
whom  they  came  or  what  the  amounts 
were.  There  was  some  current  corres- 
pondence  unacknowledged. 

Completely  irreplaceable  was  an  old 
faculty  minute  book,  dating  from  the 
beginning  of  the  seminary,  containing 
the  grades  of  all  the  early  students. 
Fortunately  some  of  the  information  as 
to  spellings  of  names  and  dates  of  at- 
tendance had  been  transferred  to  other 
records  in  recent  research  on  the 
alumni  directory.

The  Rev.  M.  Bowyer  Stewart,  teacher 
at  Western,  Nashotah,  and  General 
seminaries,  is  linked  to  Sewanee  in 
many  ways.

Already  in  the 
catalogue  is  a  similar  scholarship  set 
up  by  the  father  in  gratitude  for  the 
ministry  of  his  son,  archdeacon  for 
rural  work  between  Starke,  Florida, 
and  the  Gulf  coast. 


Tennessee  Williams 
Gives  Memorial  Room 
To  Seminary 

Tennessee  Williams,  Pulitzer-Prize- 
winning  dramatist,  has  given  $1,000  to 
the  seminary  for  a  dormitory  room 
in  memory  of  his  grandfather,  the  late 
Rev.  Walter  Edwin  Dakin,  class  of  '97. 
The  memorial  room  will  be  in  St. 
Luke's  Hall. 

The  famous  playwright,  whose  child- 
hood name  was  Thomas  Lanier  Wil- 
liams, has  long  been  interested  in  Se- 
wanee. His  grandfather  regularly  spent 
summers  on  the  Mountain  with  a 
daughter,  Edwina  Dakin  Williams, 
Tennessee's  mother.  The  retired  Epis- 
copal clergyman  was  the  oldest  Sewa- 
nee alumnus  at  the  time  of  his  death 
last  February  15  at  the  age  of  97.  He 
served  parishes  in  Tennessee,  Missis- 
sippi, and  Ohio. 

Dakin  Room  is  First 

The  Dakin  room  is  the  first  such  me- 
morial to  be  established  in  the  recon- 
ditioned St.  Luke's  Hall.  Bishop  Ed- 
mund P.  Dandridge,  acting  dean  of  the 
School  of  Theology,  thinks  that  such 
rooms  will  have  value  in  reminding 
successive  generations  of  students  of 
those  who  have  gone  into  lives  of  ser- 
vice from  St.  Luke's.  Gifts  from  in- 
dividuals for  memorial  rooms  are  wel- 
comed: $1,000  for  a  dormitory  room, 
$2,000  for  an  office,  $3,000  for  a  class- 
room. Bishop  Dandridge,  acting  dean, 
will  be  glad  to  discuss  details  with 
donors. 

Library  and  Auditorium  Memorials 

Two  other  memorials  have  been 
designated.  The  library  is  the  gift  of 
friends  of  the  Rev.  William  W.  Shearer 
of  Lookout  Mountain  in  recognition  of 
his  parish  work.  The  auditorium  will 
be  named  for  Miss  Ursula  Grosvenor 
of  Southern  Pines,  North  Carolina, 
whose  $250,000  bequest  is  the  largest 
yet   received   by   the   seminary.

Louis  Hoff  Scholars 
Continue  Education 

Nothing  more  clearly  demonstrates 
the  usefulness  of  endowed  scholarships 
in  colleges  than  the  careers  of  the  men 
who  win  them.  The  Louis  George 
Hoff  Memorial  Scholarship  has  been 
awarded  five  times  since  it  was  es- 
tablished by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Atlee  H. 
Hoff  in  1947  in  memory  of  their  son 
who  lost  his  life  in  the  Texas  City  dis- 
aster. The  winners  of  the  competi- 
tive awards  have  been  J.  Homer  Di- 
mon.  '49,  William  Gatewood  Webb,  '50, 
O.  Lewin  Keller,  '51,  Fletcher  S.  Stu- 
art, '55,  and  the  present  holder,  Dick 
Dovvling   Briggs,   '56. 

Homer  Dimon  received  his  M.D. 
from  Columbia  in  1953,  standing  in  the 
top  fourth  of  his  class.  After  a  year 
at  Fitzsimons  Army  Hospital,  he  served 
with  the  Air  Force  at  the  97th  Army 
Hospital  in  Germany.  On  his  release 
next  June,  he  will  go  to  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  where  he  has  a  resi- 
dency in  orthopedics. 

Webb  received  his  Ph.D.  at  Roches- 
ter in  1954,  third  in  his  class.  He  be- 
came a  group  leader  at  Southern 
Chemical  Corporation  in  West  Virginia 
and  last  June  joined  the  Sterling- Win  - 
throp  Research  Institute,  Rensselaer, 
New  York,  as  research  associate  in 
chemistry. 

Keller  went  to  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  on  a  Rockefeller 
Foundation  Fellowship  and  in  his  third 
year  was  awarded  the  Visking  Fellow- 
ship, highest  available  to  a  senior  can- 
didate for  a  doctorate  in  chemistry. 
Leaving  at  midyear,  he  spent  two  years 
with  the  army  at  Edgewood  Arsenal 
and  has  just  reentered  MIT  as  a  re- 
search assistant  to  complete  his  de- 
gree. 

Stuart  is  making  uniformly  high 
grades  in  the  graduate  school  of  bio- 
chemistry at  Washington  University, 
where  he  holds  one  of  the  top  fellow- 
ships. Briggs  plans  to  enter  the  school 
of  medicine  at  the  same  university 
next  year,  having  been  awarded  a  fel- 
lowship. 

Head  of  Sewanee's  chemistry  de- 
partment and  senior  professor  of  the 
University  is  Roy  Benton  Davis  whose 
reputation  with  deans  of  graduate 
schools  is  such  that  one  of  them  said: 
"Transcript?  The  applicant  doesn't 
need  one  if  Davis  says  he's  all  right." 
Professor  Davis  is  assisted  by  Dr.  Ger- 
trude Van  Zandt,  only  woman  ever  to 
hold  professorial  status  on  a  Sewanee 
faculty,  and  Dr.  David  Camp,  now  in 
his  second  year  at  Sewanee.

The  200th  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  Wolfgang  Amadeus  Mozart  is  being 
celebrated  at  Sewanee  with  three  con- 
certs by  artists  of  the  Chattanooga 
Symphony  Orchestra.  The  all-Mozart 
series  began  on  January  8  with  a  full 
audience  in  All  Saints'  Chapel  hearing 
two  symphonies  and  two  concertos  un- 
der the  baton  of  Julius  Hegyi,  con- 
ductor.

He  Fought  One  Union,  Built  A  not  her

Illinois.  For  this  ordeal  the  clever  Catherine  Thompson 
was  ready.  In  Germany  she  had  bought  a  partial  upper 
dental  plate.  Wadding  the  receipt,  she  put  it  in  the  roof 
of  her  mouth  and  went  safely  through  to  be  reunited  with 
her  husband.  Escape  abroad  was  the  next  consideration. 
They  decided  to  go  through  Maine  to  Nova  Scotia  and. 
thence  to  England.  Unknown  to  Thompson,  his  minutest 
movements  were  being  reported  to  President  Lincoln  from 
the  moment  he  left  Canada.  According  to  Carl  Sandburg, 
agents  waited  while  repeated  telegrams  to  Lincoln  asked  for 
orders  to  capture  the  prize  prisoner.  For  reasons  best  un- 
derstood in  the  gentle  consciousness  of  that  great  man, 
Thompson  was  allowed  to  sail  without  even  knowing  of  his 
danger.  A  potentially  perfect  scapegoat  was  allowed  to  live 
to  serve  the  Episcopal  Church  and  Sewanee. 

In  1868  the  Thompsons  returned  to  Mississippi,  vastly 
wealthy  by  comparison  with  their  neighbors  and  friends. 
They  decided  to  settle  in  Memphis  and  Thompson  became 
a  vestryman  of  Calvary  Church,  a  delegate  to  diocesan  and 
general  conventions,  a  principal  personal  benefactor  to 
Jefferson  Davis,  and  in  1873  a  member  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  University  of  the  South.  For  twelve  years  he 
was  one  of  the  three  or  four  most  important  men  in  the 
institution's  welfare.  During  most  of  that  time  he  was  a 
member  of  the  three-man  Executive  Committee  which 
roughly  corresponded  to  the  present  board  of  regents.  When 
it  became  necessary  to  mortgage  the  buildings  and  lands  of 


the  University,  Thompson  with  Albert  T.  McNcal  purchased 
a  third  of  the  $40,000  worth  of  bonds. 

By  1880  Sewanee  appeared  to  be  recovering  under  the 
firm  vice-chancellorship  of  the  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson.  There- 
were  only  two  stone  buildings,  the  Hodgson  Library  (when- 
Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  now  stands)  and  St.  Luke's  Hall. 
Thompson  urged  the  trustees  to  build  "Chemical  and  Philo- 
sophical Hall"  toward  which  he  made  the  largest  single 
contribution,  $1,000.  A  little  over  a  year  after  its  comple- 
tion in  1883,  he  died  and  his  will  had  this  interesting  codicil 

"I  own  $100,000  in  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  stock,  at 
Washington  City.  I  request  my  wife  to  transfer  this  stock 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  oj  the  South.  .  .  .  Should 
the  stock  not  be  valuable  ...  I  request  her  to  turn  over  to 
the  University  $10,000." 

In  a  letter  dated  June  13,  1885,  Mrs.  Thompson  asked  the 
pleasure  of  the  trustees.  Did  they,  she  wondered,  want  the 
telephone  stock  or  the  $10,000  in  cash? 

On  August  5,  1885,  Albert  T.  McNeal,  reporting  for  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  board  of  trustees  (see  page  43  of 
the  Proceedings  ol  that  year),  said,  "In  regard  to  the  legacy 
of  the  Hon.  Jacob  Thompson  .  .  .  we  recommend  that  the 
board  .  .  .  receive  $10,000  in  cash  in  full  of  said  legacy 
rather  than  rely  upon  the  possibilities  of  the  Telephone 
Stock." 

Many  realize  that  Sewanee  is  as  great  as  Harvard  bu< 
it  is  undeniably  not  as  rich.    This  is  why. 

It  is  the  fate  of  some  trustees — and  boards  thereof — to 
deviate  from  perfection.  But  when  the  Sewanee  board  of 
1885  erred,  it  erred  colossally. 

And  if  Jacob  Thompson  is  not  listed  with  such  benefactors 
to  education  as  John  Harvard,  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Paul 
Tulane,  and  Leland  Stanford,  it  is  not  his  fault.  He  tried. 


McCrady  in  Review 

The  Sewanee  Review  does  not  al- 
ways have  to  do  with  Sewanee  or  Se- 
wanee people  but  the  Winter  1956  issue 
features  "Reflections  on  American 
Poetry,  1900-1950"  by  former  editor 
and  professor  Allen  Tate  and  "A  Phi- 
losophy of  Biology"  by  Vice-Chancel- 
lor Edward  McCrady.

Vulcan    Gift 

The  Vulcan  Rivet  and  Bolt  Company 
of  Birmingham  made  a  corporation  gift 
to  Sewanee  in  December  in  the  amount 
of  $2,000.  Herbert  E.  Smith,  '03,  has 
for  many  years  been  head  of  the 
business  and  is  still  active  in  directing 
its  policies  although  much  of  the  ad- 
ministration is  now  in  the  hands  of 
Herbert  E.  Smith,  Jr.,  '36.  Generous  as 
it  was,  the  corporate  gift  was  exceeded 
by  the  individual  gifts  of  father  and 
son  to  the  University  for  last  year. 


Esso   Grant 

Sewanee  received  a  second  grant  of 
$3,500  from  the  Esso  Education  Foun- 
dation early  in  January,  the  first  un- 
restricted gift  of  the  same  size  having 
come  last  year.  A  total  of  $566,000 
was  divided  among  193  privately  sup- 
ported institutions.  Sewanee  being  one 
of  four  beneficiaries  in  Tennessee.  A 
majority  of  the  recipients  were  liberal 
arts  colleges,  85  of  them  having  less 
than  1,000  students.  The  Esso  Foun- 
dation was  set  up  in  1954  by  the  Stand- 
ard Oi!  of  New  Jersev  and  affiliates.

He  Fought  One  Union,  Built  Another     .     .     .

Undetected  by  previous  Sewanee  writers  is  an  aura  of 
romance  surrounding  Thompson  Union  and  the  people  who 
gave  it.  Buried  in  the  archives  of  the  University  of  Missis- 
sippi at  Oxford  for  many  years  have  been  reminiscences 
dictated  by  the  Honorable  Jacob  Thompson.  Equally  neg- 
lected in  the  proceedings  of  Sewanee's  board  of  trustees 
have  been  facts  which,  combined  with  the  notes  at  Oxford, 
make  a  story  of  great  fascination. 

Thompson  Union  is  probably  the  only  building  in  America 
made  possible  by  the  transporting  of  a  paper  through  enemy 
lines  in  the  roof  of  the  mouth  of  a  beautiful  lady.  And  its 
donor  has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  few  philan- 
thropists whose  proffered  stocks,  subsequently  worth  per- 
haps a  hundred  million  dollars,  were  declined  by  a  board  of 
trustees — the  trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  at  Se- 
wanee on  August  5,  1885. 

Ready  for  the  story?  Here  it  is,  in  print  for  the  first  time. 

Jacob  Thompson  was  born  at  Leasburg,  Caswell  County, 
North  Carolina,  on  May  15,  1810.  He  was  the  third  son  of 
well-to-do  Lucretia  Van  Hook  Thompson  and  Nicholas 
Thompson,  a  tanner.  He  graduated  with  high  honors  from 
the  University  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1831  and  remained  eighteen 
months  as  a  tutor.  Over  the  protests  of  his  father,  who 
wanted  him  to  be  a  minister,  Thompson  studied  law  in 
Greensboro  and  was  admitted  to  the  North  Carolina  bar 
in  1835. 

Jacob's  brother  James  Young,  a  physician,  had  gone  to  the 
"New  Southwest"  and  when  the  land  office  opened  at  Ponto- 
toc following  the  cession  of  the  Chickasaw  tract,  the  bro- 
thers settled  there.  Jacob  organized  courts  of  law  in  each 
of  the  ten  new  counties,  was  elected  to  the  Mississippi  legis- 
lature, and  in  1839  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Con- 
gress. On  a  trip  back  to  the  Delta  between  sessions,  the 
handsome  young  statesman  met  Miss  Catherine  Jones, 
called  by  credible  witnesses  the  most  beautiful  girl  in  the 
Mississippi  Valley.     She  was  also  one  of  the  wealthiest. 

After  the  archaic  custom  of  the  time,  Jacob  soon  pre- 
sented himself  to  her  father  asking  for  Miss  Catherine's 
hand.  There  was  a  disparity  in  their  ages,  Thompson  being 
about  twice  as  old  as  the  young  lady.  Furthermore,  Paton 
Jones  pointed  out  that  he  wanted  his  daughter  to  receive 
an  education.  The  ingenious  Thompson,  knowing  that  he 
dare  not  go  unbetrothed  back  to  Washington  lest  some  young 
blade  steal  his  lady,  made  this  interesting  proposal.  He, 
Thompson,  would  marry  Catherine  and  would  take  her  di- 
rect to  a  convent  in  France  where  she  would  complete 
her  education.  When  she  was  eighteen,  they  would  set  up 
housekeeping.  Ardor  won  the  day  and  all  went  according 
to  agreement.  Vivacious  and  voluptuous,  Catherine  Thomp- 
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son  became  an  ideal  planter's  wife  and  a  celebrated  Wash- 
ington hostess. 

In  1855  Thompson  had  been  persuaded  to  accept  nomina- 
tion to  the  United  States  Senate  but  he  withdrew  in  favor 
of_a  less  well-known  political  aspirant.  Jefferson  Davis.  In 
1857  Thompson  became  Secretary  of  the  Interior  undei 
James  Buchanan.  He  remained  in  the  cabinet  until  January, 
1861.  when  the  Star  of  the  West  was  ordered  to  Fort  Sum- 
ter. He  returned  to  Mississippi  to  aid  in  organizing  Con- 
federate troops,  numerous  companies  of  which  were  equip- 
ped from  his  private  funds.  When  the  rebel  Thompson  died 
in  1885  and  the  flag  in  front  of  the  Department  of  the  In- 
terior was  flown  at  half-mast,  the  bitterly  criticized  Secre- 
tary Lucius  C.  Q.  Lamar  pointed  out  that  Thompson  had 
not  only  been  influential  in  the  career  of  Jefferson  Davis  but 
also  in  the  careers  of  Presidents  James  K.  Polk,  Franklin 
Pierce,  and  James  Buchanan.  Lamar  might  also  have  added 
to  the  list  Secretary  Lucius  C.  Q.  Lamar. 

In  "The  War"  Thompson  had  positions  of  great  responsi- 
bility and  danger.  He  served  as  aide  to  Beauregard  at  Shi- 
loh.  He  was  present  throughout  the  siege  of  Vicksburg.  In 
1863  he  was  called  to  Richmond  and  begged  by  President 
Davis  to  direct  the  hazardous  Confederate  spy  activities  in 
Canada.  Thereafter  every  bonfire  north  of  the  Mason- 
Dixon  line  was  blamed  on  him.  When  the  war  was  over 
the  price  on  his  head  rose  as  high  as  SIOO.OOO,  according  to 
a  printed  handbill  pasted  in  the  diary  of  Bishop  Charles  T. 
Quintard. 

Before  the  end  of  the  war  there  took  place  the  remark- 
able hegira  by  Mrs.  Thompson  which  is  intimately  connected 
with  the  subsequent  building  of  Thompson  Hall.  For  a  fat 
fee  (one  source  says  $5,000).  a  Canadian  girl  delivered  to 
Mrs.  Thompson  in  Mississippi  a  message  that  her  husband 
was  not  dead,  as  had  been  reported,  but  that  he  wanted 
her  to  bury  the  silver,  come  through  Federal  lines  to  meet 
him  in  Canada,  and  bring  with  her  only  one  piece  of  paper, 
a  receipt  for  200,000  pounds  in  British  stocks,  investments 
he  had  been  making  over  a  period  of  years  from  his  cotton 
profits. 

With  forged  papers,  Mrs.  Thompson  started  up  the  Miss- 
issippi by  packet  steamer.  At  Memphis  she  was  sent  ashore 
with  other  passengers  and,  behind  a  screen  with  a  lady 
attendant,  she  was  stripped  to  the  skin.  When  her  corset, 
into  which  she  had  sewn  the  slip  of  paper,  was  handed  to 
inspecting  guards,  she  told  a  joke.  It  must  have  been  good 
(unhappily  it  has  been  lost  to  posterity),  for  the  soldiers 
tossed  the  garment  back  over  the  screen  and  she  was  al- 
lowed to  continue  her  flight. 

There  was  one  more  inspection  point  to  be  passed  at  Cairo.

It  seems  particularly  appropriate  that  the  covers  of  the  Sewanee  Alumni  News  this  month  should 
be  devoted  to  two  Bishops  who  have  made  great  contributions  both  to  Arkansas  and  to  Sewanee.  On  the 
front  cover  is  the  fifth  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  the  thirteenth  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  R.  Bland  Mitchell.  On  the  back  cover  is  an  article  about  the  first  missionary  bishop  to 
have  jurisdiction  in  Arkansas,  the  second  Chancellor  of  the  University,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk, 
who  at  the  time  he  wrote  his  letter  of  July  1,  1856,  starting  the  University  on  its  way,  was  Bishop  of 
Louisiana.  In  another  part  of  this  issue  Bishop  Sherman  devotes  himself  to  Polk.  It  will  be  my  pleas- 
ure to  say  a  few  words  about  Bishop  Mitchell. 

Few  institutions  have  been  so  faithfully  served  by  any  man.  Since  he  entered  the  old  Sewanee  Gram- 
mar School  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  Bishop  Mitchell  never  has  allowed  his  thoughts  to  stray  very  far 
from  this  Mountain.  He  holds  five  degrees  or  certificates  from  Sewanee,  and  the  alumni  office  knows 
no  other  living  person  who  does.  These  awards  are  his  Sewanee  Grammar  School  diploma,  his  Bache- 
lor of  Arts  degree,  his  Certificate  of  Graduate  in  Divinity,  his  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree,  and  his 
honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree. 

Next  Fall,  Bishop  Mitchell  will  retire  from  his  diocese  and  move  to  his  home  in  Sewanee,  where  he 
and  Mrs.  Mitchell  plan  to  spend  the  rest  of  their  lives.  They  will  live  only  a  few  blocks  from  their 
life-long  friends,  the  retired  Bishop  of  Florida  and  Mrs.  Juhan,  whose  prospective  return  to  the 
Mountain  we  joyfully  announced  last  fall.  Bishop  Mitchell  presides  over  his  last  Trustees'  Meeting 
as  Chancellor  this  June,  ending  a  six-year  term  fraught  with  serious  difficulties  which  he  played  a  major 
role  in  solving,  and  also  notable  for  equally  monumental  blessings  which  he  was  instrumental  in  bringing 
to  his  alma  mater.  His  latest  contribution,  and  one  which  may  catch  the  public  eye  less  than  it  really 
deserves,  is  the  major  work  of  bringing  the  governing  documents  of  this  University  up  to  date  for  a  new 
printing  which  is  nearly  ready  for  the  press.  This  was  an  undertaking  which  required  unremitting 
diligence  over  a  long  period  of  time,  as  well  as  deep  insight  into  the  nature  and  needs  of  the  institution, 
since  it  involved  the  discovery  of  many  needed  revisions  and  the  formulation  and  sponsoring  of  the 
required  amendments  in  addition  to  the  sheer  drudgery  of  careful  editing  of  the  innovations  of  the  past 
eighteen  years.  I  know  of  nobody  so  well  qualified  as  he  for  that  work,  both  as  a  result  of  long  ac- 
quaintance with  the  subject  and  natural  aptitude. 

Bishop  Mitchell  will  bring  to  Sewanee  a  devotion,  a  concern,  and  a  constructive  interest  in  absolutely 
everything  pertaining  to  this  place,  combined  with  a  strength  and  dignity  of  character  such  as  few 
others  could  bring.  His  advice  and  support  have  been  of  incalculable  value  to  me  personally  during  the 
whole  of  my  first  five  years  of  administrative  responsibility,  and  the  prospect  of  his  permanent  presence 
in  our  midst  is  a  blessing  for  which  the  whole  community  should  be  thankful.  In  behalf  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  community  I  extend  a  heartfelt  welcome  to  him  and  to  Mrs.  Mitchell.  We  all  hope  that 
they  will  have  many  years  of  health  and  happiness  here  among  their  friends. 
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Largest  Alumni 
Bequest  Received 
From  Ellett  Estate 

The  bequest  of  the  late  Dr.  Edward 
Coleman  Ellett,  '88,  to  Sewanee  has 
come  to  $222,400.  Dr.  Ellett  died  June 
8,  1947,  at  the  age  of  77  while  return- 
ing to  his  Memphis  home  from  a  medi- 
cal meeting.  Among  all  of  Sewanee's 
alumni,  few  have  received  such  inter- 
national  acclaim  as  Dr.  Ellett. 

So  great  was  his  reputation  as  an 
eye  surgeon  that  in  1935,  to  pay  him 
tribute,  eye  specialists  from  all  over 
the  South  came  to  Memphis  for  a  ban- 
quet in  his  honor.  For  an  entire  day, 
the  visiting  surgeons,  and  Dr.  Ellett 
himself,  gave  free  operations  to  persons 
suffering  from  various  forms  of  blind- 
ness. No  such  tribute  had  been  given 
previously  to  an  American  medical 
man   except  at   a   medical   convention. 

Dr.  Ellett  was  president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Ophthalmological  Society  and  of 
his  Sewanee  class.  He  contributed 
regularly  and  generously  to  Sewanee 
through  the  years.  He  discussed  with 
Bishop  Gailor  the  idea  of  leaving  mon- 
ey to  Sewanee  in  his  will.  He  stipu- 
lated that  the  funds  could  be  used  for 
any  purpose  deemed  important  by  the 
administration. 

At  their  meeting  in  March,  the  board 
of  regents  considered  the  idea  of  using 
money  from  the  Ellett  estate  for  the 
renovation  of  the  University's  princi- 
pal administrative  and  classroom  build- 
ing, Walsh  Hall.  If  this  is  done,  a  suit- 
able memorial  to  the  distinguished 
physician  will  be  designated  in  the 
central  campus  area. 

The  bequest  of  Dr.  Ellett,  who  di- 
vided his  estate  between  Sewanee  and 
Southwestern  at  Memphis,  is  the  larg- 
est final  gift  which  an  alumnus  has 
made  to  Sewanee. 
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Henry  Holland  to 
Be  Alumni   Banquet 
Speaker 

Henry  Finch  Holland,  '33,  ATO,  as- 
sistant secretary  of  state  for  Latin- 
American  affairs,  will  be  keynote 
speaker  at  the  annual  alumni  banquet 
Saturday  evening,  June  9,  at  Gailor 
Hall.  The  largest  group  in  Sewanee 
history  is  expected  to  attend.  It  will  be 
the  first  time  ladies  have  been  invited. 
Previously  only  Miss  Johnnie  Tucker 
has  been  present  at  this  formal  affair 
first  held   in  the  early  1870's. 

Michaux  Nash,  president  of  the  As- 
sociated Alumni  and  of  the  Empire 
State  Eank  in  Dallas,  will  be  in  charge. 
The  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Chancel- 
lor have  traditional  places  on  the  pro- 
gram. Bishop  Frank  A.  Juhan  of  Flor- 
ida will  introduce  the  speaker,  for 
reasons  which  will  become  apparent  at 
the  time. 

Holland,  one  of  the  more  distinguish- 
ed members  of  the  reunion  classes  of 
193C,  1931,  1922,  and  1933,  was  an  out- 
standing graduate  of  both  the  Academy 
(1929)  and  the  College.  In  the  latter, 
he  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
and  of  the  varsity  football  team — a  se- 
lect company.

Commencement 
Orator,  Preacher 


Commencement  Day  in  1956  falls  on 
Monday,  June  11.  Advance  reservations 
are  heavier  than  usual.  The  graduation 
class  will  be  the  largest  in  history  with 
over  a  hundred  degrees  being  granted 
in  the  college  and  about  twenty  in  the 
seminary.  Previous  record  was  117  in 
1949. 

Commencement  speaker  will  be 
Archibald  Rutledge,  poet  laureate  of 
South  Carolina.  The  baccalaureate  ser- 
mon on  June  10  will  be  delivered  by 
the  Rev.  Harold  C.  Gosnell,  rector  of 
St.  Mark's  Church,  San  Antonio,  larg- 
est Episcopal  congregation  outside  of 
New  York.  Honorary  degrees  will  be 
awarded  to  three  alumni  and  to  three 
other  citizens  distinguished  for  services 
to  church  and  state. 

Senior  among  the  alumni  honorees  is 
Herbert  E.  Smith,  '03,  of  Birmingham, 
president  of  Vulcan  Rivet  and  Bolt 
Corporation  and  longtime  leader  in 
civic  affairs  of  his  city  and  in  the  life 
of  the  Church  of  the  Advent.  Dr.  H. 
Fraser  Johnstone,  '23,  head  of  the  di- 
vision of  chemical  engineering  at  the 
University  of  Illinois,  is  nationally 
known  for  his  research  on  gases.  The 
Rt.  Rev.  R.  Earl  Dicus,  '36,  was  conse- 
crated suffragan  bishop  of  West  Texas 
last  July. 

The  remaining  three,  who  enter  Se- 
wanee's alumni  ranks  for  the  first  time, 
include  a  banker,  musician,  and  a  bish- 
op. William  Alexander  Kirkland.  presi- 
dent of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Houston  and  of  the  Texas  Bankers  As- 
sociation, is  one  of  the  civic-spirited 
business  leaders  who  have  made  Hous- 
ton one  of  the  world's  great  centers  of 
commerce,  industry,  and  finance.  Ray 
Francis  Brown,  organist  and  teacher  of 
music  at  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary, is  former  conductor  of  the  fa- 
mous Fisk  Singers  of  Nashville.  The  Rt. 
Rev.  Robert  R.  Brown,  bishop  coadju- 
tor cf  Arkansas,  has  been  a  member  of 
the  National  Council  and  was  former 
rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Richmond. 

During  the  Baccalaureate  Service  on 
Sunday  a  tablet  in  All  Saints'  Chapel 
in  memory  of  the  late  Henry  M.  Gasc, 
'07.  will  be  dedicated.  Dr.  Gass  served 
Sewanee  as  teacher,  dean,  and  acting 
vice-chancellor,  and  was  Sewanee's 
first    Rhodes   Scholar. 
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Mr.  Long  to  Retire 

What  can  one  say  when  a  man  like 
Tudor  Seymour  Long  retires?  What 
can  one  say  of  a  man  who  has  had  a 
profound  influence  on  the  lives  of 
many  men? 

All — yes,  everything — that  is  great 
about  American  education  can  be  ex- 
plained in  terms  of  the  being  of  this 
rare  individual.  Mr.  Long  represents 
an  undecorated  core  of  education. 
Froth  is  not  bad.  Frosting  has  its  place. 
But  Mr.  Long  is  not  concerned  with 
either  of  these. 

He  is  the  Great  Teacher  personified. 
He  is  the  person  who  somehow  gets 
through  differences  of  background,  goes 
past  fears  and  inhibitions,  and  enters 
into  a  spirit-to-spirit  communication 
with  his  pupil.  Note  that  the  "pupil"  is 
singular.  T.  S.  Long  never  deals  in  plu- 
ralities. With  him,  people  are  indivi- 
duals. 

"What,"  I  once  asked,  "accounts  for 
the  impact  which  Mr.  Long  has  upon 
his  students?" 

A  sage  replied,  "It  is  simple.  He  has 
better  taste  than  anyone  you  or  I  have 
ever  known." 

What  is  taste?  How  is  it  developed  or 
acquired?  What  goes  into  the  making 
of  taste?  How  does  it  differ  from 
knowledge,  judgment,  facts,  experi- 
ence? 

Probably  even  T.  S.  Long  cannot  an- 
swer these  questions.  But  if,  perchance, 
any  of  his  students  should  try,  he 
would  have  in  his  mind's  eye  as  he 
talked  the  image  of  Mr.  Long's  sensi- 
tive face  and  in  his  ears  the  ring  of 
his  earnest  and  provocative  voice. 


Advising  that  these  opinions  should  be  taken  with  caution,  Dr.  Wilson  Compton, 
president  of  the  Council  for  Financial  Aid  to  Education,  hazards  these  predictions 
as  to  the  future  of  American  education: 

1.  Present  operating  deficits  of  private  colleges  and  universities  now  are  less 
than  twenty-five  million  dollars  annually  and  are  being  reduced. 

2.  Average  college  faculty  salaries  will  be  increased  by  at  least  25  per  cent  or 
college  teaching  as  a  learned  profession  will  continue  to  wither. 

3.  The  widening  gap  in  private  colleges  between  tuition  and  educational  expense 
per  student  by  1970  will  have  reached  nearly  500  million  dollars.  This  gap  will  be 
filled  in  part  by  increasing  student  charges,  supplemented  by  scholarship  and  loan 
funds.    But  most  of  it  will  be  filled  by  voluntary  financial  aid. 

4.  College  education,  both  private  and  state-supported,  will  be  made  more  nearly 
self-supporting  through  higher  tuition.  Reasonable  income  tax  credit  for  college 
tuition  is  a  sensible  form  of  public  financial  assistance  to  higher  education.  Even- 
tually it  will  be  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

5.  American  higher  education,  now  a  two  billion  dollar  a  year  enterprise,  within 
a  short  generation  will  be  at  least  a  five  billion  dollar  a  year  enterprise.  In  the 
meantime,  capital  outlay  for  new  physical  facilities  will  exceed  ten  billion  dollars. 

6.  Alumni  giving  to  colleges  and  universities  will  gradually  become  general  prac- 
tice. In  time  college  students  will  respect  the  obligation  inherent  in  their  accep- 
tance of  college  education  at  less  than  cost.  Alumni  will  help  others  as  they  them- 
selves have  been  helped.  Eventually  alumni  funds  will  cover  half  of  the  gap  be- 
tween tuition  and  cost. 

7.  Endowment  funds  as  a  major  source  of  new  financial  support  to  expanding 
higher  education  will  gradually  dwindle.  In  their  place  will  be  more  corporate  and 
individual  foundations,  larger  short-term  grants,  and  fewer  commitments  of  capital 
funds.  Endowment  funds  will  continue  to  come  largely  from  estates  and  bequests. 
There  will  be  fewer  sources  of  such  funds  and  more  foundations.  Educational  fi- 
nance will  gradually  change.  Many  of  the  sources  of  financial  support  will  be 
different.  More  of  the  burden  of  providing  facilities  for  higher  education  will  fall 
on  the  institutions  of  the  state,  hence  on  tax  funds.  But  private  funds  will  continue 
to  be  available  to  assure  the  vigor  of  higher  education  independent  of  the  state. 

8.  The  participation  of  business  corporations  in  financial  support  of  American 
higher  education,  through  capital  grants,  through  current  funds  for  various  pur- 
poses, and  through  student  aid,  will  have  reached  by  1970  a  half  billion  dollars 
annually.  Business  is  one  of  the  chief  beneficiaries  of  a  diversified  competitive 
system  of  higher  education,  is  increasingly  dependent  on  it,  has  increasing  means 
of  aiding  it  financially,  and  will  not  let  it  wither  for  lack  of  financial  support. 


American  Education 

From  an  article  "How  Different  Types 

of  Institutions   Are  Planning  for  the 

Future"  by  Cornells  W.  deKiewiet 

"If  there  is  not  a  serious  Communist 
Party  in  the  United  States,  as  there  is 
in  France,  American  education  can 
claim  a  share  in  the  benefit,  since  at 
no  point  in  the  American  educational 
system  is  a  boy  made  seriously  to  feel 
that  for  want  of  educational  oppor- 
tunity, he  cannot  hope  to  find  a  place 
in  society  suited  to  his  talents.  The 
American  system  of  education  from  top 
to  bottom  is  the  costliest  in  the  world. 
It  is  wasteful  of  time  and  money,  but 
as  a  great  solvent  which  smooths  out 
incompatible  social  differences,  and  as 
a  principal  architect  of  national  co- 
herence, time  and  money  have  been 
cheap  prices  to  pay.  To  a  greater  ex- 
tent than  in  Great  Britain  or  France 
popular  education  in  the  United  States 
has  been  a  force  working  for  social 
cooperation,  and  for  the  mitigation  of 
those  drastic  conflicts  in  political  life 
which  divide  class  from  class  and 
sometimes  end  in  collapse  or  revolu- 
tion. The  continued  successful  exten- 
sion of  the  two  great  political  parties 
in  America,  including  the  major  social 
and  economic  groups  of  the  nation, 
while  communism  has  split  and  weak- 
ened the  liberal  parties  of  France,  and 
socialism  has  driven  out  the  British 
Liberal  Party,  is  genuinely  owing  to  a 
system  of  American  education  which 
has  sought  to  leave  behind  separations 
and  snobberies." 


Publications  Fund 
Established 

The  Vice-Chancellor  announces  a 
gift  of  $5,000  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Glen 
Levin  Swiggett  of  Washington  to  estab- 
lish the  Bain-Swiggett  Publications 
Fund.  The  purpose  of  the  fund  will  be 
to  encourage  the  printing  of  manu- 
sripts  by  the  University  Press  at  Se- 
wanee which  are  of  high  literary  merit 
but  of  low  sales  potential  and  hence 
unacceptable  to  commercial  publishers. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  manu- 
scripts to  be  judged  by  a  faculty  com- 
mittee which  will  include  the  editor  of 
the  Sewanee  Review,  the  head  of  the 
English  department,  and  a  third  mem- 
ber appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 
The  fund  is  never  to  be  reduced  be- 
low $2,000.  Income  from  the  sale  of 
books  will  go  back  into  the  fund  as 
will  the  annual  interest  accruing  from 
the  unused  portion.  The  editors  are 
not  to  accept  a  book  which  will  reduce 
the  fund  to  less  than  half  of  its  pre- 
vious maximum.  Thus  the  fund  will 
gradually   grow   in   size. 

The  endowment  will  be  a  permanent 
memorial  to  Levin  Bain  Swiggett,  only 
son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Swiggett,  who  died 
in  1912  while  a  student  at  Sewanee 
when  his  father  was  professor  of  mod- 
ern languages  at  the  University.  Dr. 
Swiggett  is  the  oldest  Living  Sewanee 
faculty  member  of  professorial  rank, 
having  taught  on  the  Mountain  from 
1903  to  1912. 
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R.  B.  Davis  Dies 
'BR* 


Professor  Roy  Benton  Davis,  66,  se- 
nior member  of  the  Sewanee  faculty, 
died  of  a  heart  condition  at  Emerald- 
Hodgson  Hospital  on  March  20.  He  had 
been  ill  several  days  with  influenza 
complicated  by  mild  heart  trouble.  Al- 
ter 1918,  Mr.  Davis  spent  virtually  all 
of  his  productive  life  on  the  second 
floor  of  Carnegie  Science  Hall. 

He  was  born  in  Bigelow,  Missouri, 
attended  Earlham  College  where  he 
took  his  B.S.  in  1912.  and  did  graduate 
work  in  organic  chemistry  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Missouri,  where  he  received 
his  master's  degree  in  1913.  For  three 
years  he  taught  chemistry  at  Iowa 
State.  He  came  briefly  to  Sewanee  in 
1917,  taking  leave  of  absence  to  serve 
in  chemical  warfare,  but  returning  the 
next  year  to  become  head  of  the  de- 
partment. 

In  nearly  forty  years  at  Sewanee  his 
students  in  graduate  schools  establish- 
ed his  reputation.  It  was  a  depart- 
mental joke  that  the  dean  of  one  of 
the  biggest  medical  schools  in  the 
country  said  to  a  Sewanee  student 
whose  record  had  not  been  good,  "I 
don't  care  if  Davis  doesn't  recommend 
you  and  I  don't  care  if  you  didn't  get 
your  degree  from  Sewanee.  If  you  had 
three  years  under  Davis,  you  can  do 
our  work." 

Professor  Davis'  energy  was  prodi- 
gious. By  the  time  the  sandwich  shop 
opened,  he  had  frequently  been  in  his 
office  for  an  hour  or  so.  It  was  not  un- 
usual to  see  his  lights  burning  after 
midnight.  He  was  so  exacting  that  stu- 
dents of  other  departments  wondered 
why  their  fellows  would  give  up  holi- 
days and  weekends  to  bury  themselves 
in  chem  lab  but  somehow  Mr.  Davis 
kept  a  full  department.  The  best  way 
to  start  a  brawl  at  a  Sewanee  alumni 
meeting  is  make  a  disparaging  remark 
to  a  chem  major  about  "the  old  man." 

Although  he  contributed  occasional 
'l  articles  on  organic  chemistry  to  aca- 
demic journals,  he  was  neither  a  writer 
nor  platform  speaker  by  nature.  He 
was  a  lab  man,  a  conference  man,  do- 


Biologist  Yeatman 

Studies   Micro-Organic 
Foods 

Dr.  Harry  C.  Yeatman,  associate 
professor  of  biology  at  the  University 
of  the  South,  published  a  scholarly 
article  in  the  January,  1956,  number 
of  the  Journal  of  the  Tennessee  Acad- 
ciiii/  o/  Science,  The  title  was  "Plank- 
ton Studies  on  Woods  Reservoir,  Ten- 
nessee." In  195o,  following  the  com- 
pletion of  a  dam  on  Elk  River  in 
Franklin  County  about  five  miles  from 
i  he  foot  of  Sewanee  Mountain,  the  Ar- 
nold Engineering  Development  Com- 
mand gave  the  Jniversity  a  plot  of 
five  acres  on  the  shores  of  the  11-mile 
long  lake  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing a  biological  research  station.  The 
site  included  a  small  cottage.  Members 
of  the  Biology  Department  built  a 
dock,  and  from  this  headquarters  ex- 
periments were  conducted  which  re- 
sulted in  this  study  of  the  small  or- 
ganisms. 

Dr.  Yeatman  points  out  the  impor- 
tance of  plankton  in  the  chain  of  or- 
ganisms which  enable  fish  to  subsist. 
"Generally  speaking,"  he  said,  "ten 
pounds  of  food  are  required  to  build 
one  pound  of  the  animal  that  eats  it. 
Thus  in  the  food  chain  of  a  fresh  water 
lake  1,000  pounds  of  unicellular  algae, 
bacteria,  and  protozoa  would  be  re- 
quired to  make  100  pounds  of  animal 
plankton  (chiefly  Crustacea),  to  make 
10  pounds  of  minnows  and  small  fish. 
to  make  one  pound  of  bass,  trout,  or 
perch,  to  make  1  -  10  pound  of  man." 
Dr.  Yeatman  goes  on,  "If  man  eats  the 
plankton  directly,  there  is  less  waste 
since  only  one  pound  of  it  would  be 
necessary  to  make  the  1/10  pound  of 
man.  In  future  years,  net  plankton 
may  become  a  direct  source  of  food 
for  man." 

ing  his  best  work  face  to  face  with 
two  or  three  students.  He  turned  out 
superbly  disciplined  men  who  could 
hold  their  own  at  the  head  of  the  class 
in  the  best  graduate  schools  in  Ameri- 
ca and  abroad. 

The  responsibility  confronting  the 
college  administrator  in  replacing  a 
man  like  Davis  must  be  frightening. 
But  somehow  Sewanee  has  managed 
in  the  past.  Who  would  have  thought, 
when  the  nationally  famous  William 
Peterfield  Trent  left  Sewanee  to  be- 
come dean  at  Columbia,  that  he  would 
be  replaced  by  an  even  greater  teacher. 
John  Bell  Henneman? 

Mr.  Davis  is  survived  by  three  chil- 
dren, the  Rev.  Roy  Benton  Davis.  Jr., 
'41,  Mrs.  Robert  6'Keefe.  and  Gaston 
Davis,  all  of  whom  are  now  living  >n 
California.  Funeral  services  were  held 
in  All  Saints'  Chapel  and  burial  was 
in  the  University  cemetery. 


Da  Hose  Manuscript 
Edited  by  Marshall 

William  Porcher  DuBose  (18:56-1918) 
is  by  common  consent  Sewanee's  great- 
est teacher.  John  Sedberry  Marshall, 
present  head  of  the  department  of  phi- 
losophy of  the  University  of  the  South, 
is  by  available  evidence  Sewanee's 
most  prolific  author.  It  is  indeed  a 
happy  circumstance  for  Sewanee  that 
Dr.  Marshall  should  also  be  America's 
most  articulate  exponent  of  the  the- 
ology  and   writings    of   DuBose. 

Of  all  the  courses  given  by  the  di- 
minutive, white-haired  wisp  of  a 
teacher,  perched  on  his  desk,  swinging 
his  foot,  and  staring  out  the  window, 
the  most  famous  was  his  series  of  lec- 
tures on  the  Ethics  of  Aristotle.  It  was 
known  that  after  his  retirement  Dr. 
DuBose  wrote  out  these  lectures  as  a 
part  of  a  larger  work  (Fro7»  Aristotle 
to  Clirist)  never  completed.  When  af- 
ter his  death  his  house  was  burned  to 
the  ground,  the  supposedly  unique 
manuscript  was  presumed  lost  forever. 

Dr.  Marshall,  in  his  exhaustive  re- 
searches through  every  scrap  of  ma- 
terial left  by  the  great  teacher,  has 
found  another  copy  of  the  manuscript. 
He  has  edited  the  notes,  removing  por- 
tions on  theology  which  were  suitable 
to  the  larger  work  but  not  suitable  to 
the  Ethics  as  an  independent  work.  His 
faithful  partner,  Elizabeth,  has  pains- 
takingly typed  and  proofread  stencils 
for  a  96-page  mimeographed  typescript 
now  available  for  $1.25  under  the  title 
Reason  and  Freedom.  It  is  hoped  that 
Dr.  Marshall,  who  always  underesti- 
mates the  reception  his  books  will  re- 
ceive, has  missed  the  mark  again  and 
will  be  forced  to  have  the  work  set  in 
type.  Surely  the  disciples  of  DuBose 
will   want   this  exciting  work   for  their 


Cheston  Honored 
By  Conservationists 

Sewanee  has  strengthened  its  tradi- 
tional position  as  unofficial  headquar- 
ters for  conservation  in  Tennessee  with 
the  election  of  Charles  Edward  Cheston 
as  secretary  of  the  Keep  Tennessee 
Green  Association.  At  its  fifth  annual 
meeting  in  Memphis  in  March,  the  As- 
sociation celebrated  the  planting  of  the 
260  millionth  tree  in  Tennessee,  sev- 
eral hundred  thousand  of  which  were 
planted  on  the  University  domain. 

Professor  Cheston.  head  of  Sewanee's 
forestry  department,  is  also  editor  of  the 
Association's  magazine,  published  from 
Sewanee.  The  group  not  only  seeks  to 
prevent  fires  in  Tennessee's  twelve  mil- 
lion acres  of  forest  but  also  to  increase 
public  interest  in  the  ecomonic  po- 
tentialities  of  improved   forest   growth.

Alumni  Organization  Gets  New  Impetus 


There  are  three  departments  of 
alumni  organization — local,  chronologi- 
cal, and  national.  In  the  Associated 
Alumni,  all  three  departments  have 
had  an  overhauling.  Amendments  of- 
fered at  Commencement  in  June,  1955, 
will,  if  made  final  in  June,  1956,  give 
new  impetus  to  Sewanee  clubs,  to  the 
classes,  and  to  the  central  office  at  Se- 
wanee. 

The  national  organization  gets  a  two- 
year  instead  of  a  four-year  president 
and  three  extra  vice-presidents,  all 
with  specific  jobs — veeps  for  Admis- 
sions, Bequests,  Capital  Funds,  Church 
Support,  Classes,  and  Regions.  The  lo- 
cal clubs  will  be  the  special  province 
of  E.  Ragland  Dobbins,  '35,  who  al- 
ready has  aimed  heavy  artillery  at  a 
goal  of  fifty  organized  groups.  For 
ammunition,  he  is  using  a  new  "Sewa- 
nee Club  Kit" — his  own  idea —  which 
spells  out  steps  in  successful  club 
operation. 

Basis  for  the  Kit  was  actual  experi- 
mentation in  three  key  cities — Atlanta. 
Charleston,  and  Nashville.  In  Atlanta 
and  Nashville  the  former  "alumni 
chapter"  broadened  its  base  of  mem- 
bership to  include  wives,  Episcopali- 
ans, parents,  and  friends.  The  purpose 
of  the  clubs  is  to  be  not  just  the  ad- 
vancement of  Sewanee  but  the  ad- 
vancement of  Christian  education.  Per- 
sons interested  in  organization  of  a 
Sewanee  Club  can  write  Mr.  Dobbins 
at  P.  O.  Box  70?5,  Station  C,  Atlanta. 
for  a  Kit,  a  Charter,  and  a  signal  to  go. 

Classes  are  to  be  under  the  care  of 
one  of  the  most  successful  of  the  class 
leaders,  James  G.  Cate,  '47,  Lee  High- 
way, Cleveland,  Tennessee.  Cate  is 
now  an  attorney  for  Bowaters'  huge 
pulp  operation  near  there.  He  is  writ- 
ing to  all  class  leaders  (who  will  be 
called  class  presidents  after  next  June) 
to  establish  new  patterns  of  procedure. 

There  is  one  temporary  stumbling 
block.  Some  Sewanee  graduating 
classes    elected    presidents   at   the    time 


of  graduation.  National  President  Mi- 
chaux  Nash  of  Dallas  is  now  writing 
persons  suspected  of  having  been 
elected  (usually  the  fact  is  not  re- 
vealed in  either  the  Cap  and  Gown  or 
the  Catalogue)  asking  their  blessing  on 
the  expropriation  of  their  title  and 
giving  them  an  opportunity  to  step 
forward,  if  they  wish,  and  assume  an 
active  part  in  class  work.  A  number 
of  the  present  class  leaders  were  the 
elected  presidents  of  their  classes. 
First  step  by  Cate  will  be  to  ask  every 
class  since  1920  to  name  a  secretary 
and  a  class  editor  to  work  with  the 
president.  The  secretary  will  have 
charge  of  the  class  records  and  the 
editor  will  publish  one  or  more  news- 
letters each  year. 

Stanyarne  Burrows,  '29,  is  working 
with  Dr.  Ben  F.  Cameron,  '42,  director 
of  admissions,  to  stimulate  the  activity 
of  Sewanee  Clubs  in  recruiting  and  in- 
terviewing applicants  for  admission. 
Alumni  Admissions  Counsellors  are 
being  named  in  principal  areas  of  Se- 
wanee interest.  A  comprehensive  Ad- 
missions Kit  has  been  prepared  for  the 
use  of  Burrows'  helpers. 

Malcolm  Fooshee,  '18,  Rhodes  Schol- 
ar and  New  York  attorney,  represents 
the  Associated  Alumni  in  approaches 
to  Foundations.  Posts  yet  to  be  filled 
are  chairmen  for  Bequests  and  Church 
Support.  Bishop  Frank  A.  Juhan,  al- 
ready head  of  the  Sewanee  Centennial 
Fund  effort,  is  ex  officio  chairman  for 
Capital  Funds.

One  of  Sewanee's  most  indefatigable 
trustees  has  spent  the  spring  systemat- 
ically taking  the  message  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  to  vestries  of  his 
diocese.  Dr.  Andrew  B.  Small,  realiz- 
ing how  few  Episcopalians  of  his  area 
knew  anything  about  their  educational 
center  in  Tennessee,  plotted  his  own 
educational  campaign. 

Stocked  with  ample  supplies  of  the 
several  folders  provided  by  the  public 
relations  office,  he  made  appointments 
to  appear  before  vestries.  Approxi- 
mately a  dozen  groups  have  issued  him 
invitations  to  speak  to  them.  One  re- 
fused. Of  the  eight  he  had  addressed 
by  the  end  of  April  one  was  extremely 
warm,  two  enthusiastic,  the  others  in- 
terested but  cool. 

Dr.  Small  has  furnished  the  Sewanee 
office  with  a  list  of  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  vestrymen  in  the  diocese 
of  Dallas— about  1,000.  These  men  will 
receive  a  sequence  of  informational 
mailings  from  the  Mountain.  Dr.  Small 
is  confident  that  Episcopal  laymen  can 
be  won  to  a  realization  of  Sewanee's 
importance  to  the  Church  and  can  be 
persuaded  to  support  it  generously.  He 
asks  vestries  to  set  a  goal  of  $1  per 
communicant  per  year  and  to  work 
toward  it  as  rapidly  as  possible.

St.  Luke's  Renovation 
Proceeds

Barring  any  unforeseen  complica- 
tions, St.  Luke's  Hall  should  be  ready 
for  occupancy  by  fall.  The  footings 
have  already  been  poured;  soon  the 
first  structural  steel  will  be  placed  in 
the   building   for  the   flooring. 

Before  the  interior  was  removed  it 
had  been  thought  that  steel  uprights 
would  have  to  be  placed  inside  along 
the  walls  to  create  support  for  the  steel 
flooring.  Subsequent  investigation  of 
the  original  walls  of  the  83-year-old 
building  have  changed  that  plan.  Tho 
walls  have  been  found  so  strong  that 
the  joists  are  to  be  hung  directly  from 
them  to  steel  uprights  in  the  middle 
of  the  building,  so  that  the  old  walls 
will  continue  to  support  the  load  of  the 
interior  as  in  the  old  structure. 

The  empty  shell,  consisting  of  walls 
and  roof,  has  been  valued  at  $100,000 
by  an  insurance  firm.  The  utilization  of 
this  sturdy  construction  has  saved 
many  thousands  of  dollars.  In  fact,  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  build  an 
entirely  new  building  of  comparable 
size  with  the  available  funds. 


Fire  Victims  Repaid 

Those  victims  of  the  Powhatan  fire 
who  needed  extra  funds  to  make  up 
their  losses  were  reimbursed  in  April 
by  Bishop  Dandridge's  discretionary 
fund.  These  checks  in  addition  to  in- 
surance receipts  and  personal  gifts  con- 
cluded the  rehabilitation  of  the  nine- 
teen whose  possessions  were  lost.  Bish- 
op Dandridge  made  an  appeal  for  aid 
to  the  supporters  of  Sewanee  shortly 
after  the  fire.  The  response  was  over- 
whelming. The  dean's  discretionary 
fund  grew  to  such  an  extent  that  even 
after  the  checks  for  reimbursement 
were  issued  a  very  large  surplus  was 
left. 

The  dean  is  now  writing  to  the  do- 
nors whose  funds  have  not  been  used 
requesting  permission  to  apply  this 
money  to  the  St.  Luke's  Building  Fund. 
It  is  expected  that  most  will  consent  to 
this,  so  the  seminary  looks  forward  to 
seeing  "new  St.  Luke's"  itself  benefit 
from   the  misfortune   of   last  winter. 


Fitz  Allison  to  Return

On  the  Mountain 


The  Mountain  Goat  and 
Sewanee 

By  Abthur  Ben  Chitty 

When  the  Pullman  car  "Sewanee"' 
was  christened  on  April  28,  the  laying 
of  the  original  cornerstone  was  almost 
eclipsed  in  ceremony  and  color.  The 
coronation  of  Elizabeth  differed  prin- 
cipally in  that  it  was  indoors. 

The  sleeper  will  make  the  Nashville - 
Atlanta  run  on  the  NC&StL  and  that 
heady  odor  you  get  when  you  ride  >s 
the  smell  of  champagne  from  a  mag- 
num broken  against  the  side  of  the  car 
by  Mrs.  Edward  McCrady,  following 
speeches  by  the  passenger  agent  of  the 
line,  by  her  husband,  and  prayers  by 
the  University  chaplain.  The  Air  Force 
ROTC  band  played,  the  SMA  Gorgas 
Guard  guarded,  dogs  barked,  and  small 
fry  scampered.  It  was  a  great  day,  the 
culmination  of  many  machinations  in 
the  high  councils  of  the  railroad  in- 
dustry by  Mr.  Frank  R.  Fortune,  fa- 
ther of  the  new  SMA  chaplain. 

The  whole  proceedings  evoked  nos- 
talgic memories  of  other  days  when 
Sewanee  was  bound  to  the  outside 
world  by  The  Mountain  Goat.  Many 
stories  of  that  short-line  road  were 
told  again.  A  remarkable  relationship 
has  existed  between  the  railroad  and 
Sewanee.  The  tracks  and  rolling  stock 
were  first  owned  by  the  Sewanee  Min- 
ing Company,  now  a  subsidiary  of  the 
U.  S.  Steel  Corporation.  In  the  1880's 
the  railroad  was  taken  over  by  the  old 
Nashville  and  Chattanooga  line,  now 
the  NC&StL. 

The  existence  of  the  railroad  was  a 
governing  factor  in  the  decision  to  place 
the  University  of  the  South  at  Sewa- 
nee. It  is  hard  to  see  how  the  Univer- 
sity could  have  stayed  open  during  its 
first  forty  or  fifty  years  had  the  rail- 
road ceased  operating.  The  highway 
was  not  built  until  1922. 

When  the  spur  came  up  the  Moun- 
tain in  1854-55,  it  was  considered  one 
of  the  outstanding  feats  of  engineering 
in  America.  Starting  at  Cowan,  the 
railroad  went  up  for  nine  miles  with 
a  maximum  grade  of  174  feet  to  the 
mile  and  24  degrees  of  maximum  cur- 
vature. The  average  grade  for  the 
whole  distance  was  119  feet  to  the  mile. 
In  1855  th»  road  was  finished  to  Mid- 
way, between  Sewanee  and  Monteagle, 
and  the  first  car  of  coal  was  shipped 
on  November  8,  1858.  The  total  invest- 
ment of  $1,500,000  up  to  that  time  was 
regarded  as  stupendous  for  private  in- 
terests of  that  day. 

For  Sewanee  friends,  the  earliest 
drama  of  the  Mountain  Goat  line  con- 
cerned one  W.  B.  Shapard,  Nashville 
banker,  and  his  family.  It  was  about 
1856.  before  the  site  had  been  selected 
for  the  University,  and  Shapard  had 
acquired  a  600  acre  tract  on  both  sides 
of  the  railroad  from  about  the  location 
of  the  University  sawmill  to  Lake 
O'Donnell.  They  had  finished  their 
summer  vacation  and  were  preparing 
to  return  to  Nashville. 

Their  infant  daughter  was  sent  with 
her  mammy  and  two  other  slaves  whose

function  was  to  "brake"  the  handcar  as 
it  descended  the  1,000  feet  to  Cowan. 
The  men  stopped  at  Slope  Wall  for  a 
last  drink  at  the  cool  spring  there. 
Hearing  cries  of  terror,  they  looked  up 
to  see  that  the  chocks  had  slipped  from 
under  the  wheels  and  the  handcar  was 
careening  down  what  was  then  the 
steepest  railroad  in  the  world. 

With  the  distraught  father  leading 
the  way  they  set  out  down  the  tracks, 
peering  over  each  cliff  expecting  to  see 
the  broken  bodies  of  the  nurse  and 
child.  They  found  a  trunk  with  con- 
tents strewn  on  the  jagged  rocks.  They 
reached  the  bottom  and  before  their 
dread  gaze  was  the  empty  handcar. 
Had  they  missed  the  victims  on  the 
way?  A  farmer  approached  from  a 
nearby  cabin  and  yelled  "You  looking 
for  a  nurse  and  baby?  They're  safe." 
And  so  was  saved  a  cousin  of  the  same 
Shapard  family  which  has  given  the 
Tower  for  All  Saints'  Chapel. 

Corporate  aid  to  education  has  be- 
come one  of  the  most  remarkable  de- 
velopments of  recent  years  in  the  field 
of  American  education  but  Sewanee 
had  its  share  100  years  ago.  The  rail- 
road and  the  mining  company  in  1857 
promised  the.  trustees  20,000  tons  of 
free  hauling,  2,000  tons  of  free  coal, 
1,000.000  feet  of  pine  timber,  and  5,000 
acres  of  land  if  they  would  choose  the 
Sewanee  site. 

When  war  came  in  1861,  the  two  en- 
gines and  the  few  wooden  coal  cars 
were  placed  in  military  service.  One 
of  the  most  charming  stories  of  the 
railroad  at  Sewanee  is  told  by  Bishop 
Gailor  in  his  memoirs.  Six  year  old 
Tommy  was  riding  with  his  mother 
who  had  been  seeking  details  of  the 
death  of  her  husband  at  Perryville.  As 
the  train  approached  the  "long  tun- 
nel" under  Sewanee  Mountain,  Major 
Martin  Walt,  quartermaster  of  Wood's 
brigade,  handed  her  a  satchel  and 
whispered,   "It's  full  of  money  for  the 


soldiers  in  Chattanooga.  Please  hold 
tight  to  it  until  we  get  through  the 
tunnel." 

Hardly  had  the  train  entered  the 
darkness  and  smoke  when  Mrs.  Gailor 
said,  "Tommy,  hold  on.  Somebody  is 
trying  to  take  it  from  me."  The  future 
bishop  grabbed  the  satchel,  felt  a  hand 
and  bit  hard.  The  hand  let  go.  The 
money  was  saved  but  the  would-be 
thief   was  never  identified. 

On  July  2,  1863,  General  Philip  Sher- 
idan arrived  at  Cowan  with  1,200 
mounted  men.  Going  on  horseback  up 
to  the  mountaintop  with  Col.  T.  Frank 
Sherman,  he  spent  the  morning  recon- 
noitering  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
University  campus.  Thinking  it  would 
be  pleasant  and  instructive  to  ride  back 
down  the  track,  he  sent  a  courier  for 
a  handcar.  He  and  the  colonel  waited 
all  afternoon  for  the  handcar  to  arrive 
and  then  began  walking  down  the 
track.  The  general  records  in  his  me- 
moirs that  as  dusk  fell  he  realized 
what  a  foolhardy  thing  he  had  done  to 
risk  himself,  the  commanding  officer  of 
a  major  cavalry  unit,  on  such  a  frivo- 
lous adventure  He  expected  to  be 
seized  by  Confederates  at  any  moment. 

Luck  was  with  the  Wicked  Yankees, 
however,  and  they  walked  the  entire 
distance  from  the  plateau  to  the  valley 
without  being  caught.  It  was  not  until 
the  next  day  that  Sheridan  learned  the 
fate  of  the  handcar..  The  soldiers  who 
were  pumping  along  the  track  stayed 
on  the  main  line  instead  of  switching 
to  the  right  and  gqing  up  the  mountain. 
They  were  captured  by  Confederates 
near  Sherwood.      ||ij  i 

The  peaceful  valley  between  Sewa- 
nee and  Decherd  sllmost  became  the 
Gettysburg  of  the  Sotuth.  General  Brax- 
ton Bragg's  corps  Commanders  Leoni- 
das  Polk,  William,  J,  Hardee,  and  Si- 
mon Bolivar  Buckner  confidently 
expected  their  commanding  officer  to 
make  a  stand,  with  the  heights  behind 
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the  Confederates  to  give  artillery  vant- 
age points,  with  the  railroad  under  the 
mountain  to  bring  supplies  from  Chat- 
tanooga, and  with  the  spurs  of  the 
mountain  to  protect  the  army's  flanks. 
Instead  Bragg  retired  and  was  defeated 
in  the  second  bloodiest  battle  of  Ihv 
entire  war,  the  Missionary  Ridge- 
Chickamauga  engagements,  the  follow- 
ing fall  of  1863. 

Students  of  military  history  have  of- 
ten wondered  why  Bragg  did  not  blow 
up  the  long  tunnel  as  he  retreated. 
For  some  reason  this  was  not  done  and 
the  Federal  army  had  clear  supply 
lines  into  Chattanooga.  General  Philip 
Roddey,  CSA,  probably  missed  the  la.^t 
chance  to  destroy  the  tunnel  in  Octo- 
ber, 1863,  when,  on  a  cavalry  raid  to 
Tantalon.  he  found  it  still  undamaged 
and  in  constant  use.  He  had  no  dyna- 
mite with  him  so  merely  blocked  it  as 
best  he  could  with  rocks.  It  was  for- 
tunate indeed  for  the  University  of  the 
South  that  the  main  artery  of  travel 
for  its  future  students  was  not  des- 
troyed. 

After  the  War  between  the  States 
and  prior  to  the  building  of  the  high- 
way in  1922,  the  stories  of  the  Moun- 
tain Goat  are  as  numerous  as  the  rocks 
which  line  the  right-of-way.  Queenie 
Woods  Washington,  elected  an  honor- 
ary member  of  the  Associated  Alumni 
because  she  was  "the  most  beautiful 
girl  ever  to  attend  a  Sewanee  dance," 
remembers  her  first  trip  up  the  Moun- 
tain in  the  1870's.  With  her  older  sis- 
ter and  mother,  Miss  Queenie.  about 
three  years  old,  had  left  Nashville 
early.  They  had  shared  a  box  lunch  in 
Cowan  waiting  for  the  Goat.  She  re- 
members the  long  string  of  flatcars  and 
coalcars,  all  empty,  with  the  little  cig- 
arbox  coach  on  the  end.  Halfway  up 
the  train  ground  to  a  jolting  halt  and 
the  brakeman  yelled  "trunk's  over." 
Queenie's  sister  screamed  "I  see  my 
wrapper."  The  brakeman  climbed  down 
the    cliff,    gathered    together    the    con-

tents  of  the  smashed  trunk,  piling  the 
youngster's  clothing  with  dirt  and  cin- 
ders into  the  red  wrapper  which  he 
brought  into  the  coach  and  solemnly 
deposited  before  them 

Not  only  did  the  Mountain  Goat  car- 
ry over  its  rails  every  Episcopal  bishop 
from  North  Carolina  to  Texas  during 
the  University's  first  seventy  years  but 
it  also  carried  a  president  of  the  United 
States. 

It  was  on  November  9,  1911,  that 
William  Howard  Taft,  making  a  swing 
through  the  South,  acceded  to  the  sug-

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gestion  of  his  aide  Archibald  Willing- 
ham  deGraffenried  Butt,  '86,  DTD,  and 
his  special  car  was  hauled  up  the 
Mountain.  It  was  Archie's  last  visit  to 
his  beloved  Sewanee.  for  he  died  on 
the  Titanic  five  months  later. 

Miss  Johnnie  Tucker  wrote,  "It  was  a 
typical  fall  day  with  a  fine  drizzle  and 
the  unpaved  street  from  the  railroad 
station  was  rough  and  muddy.  A  motley 
crowd  gathered  to  meet  the  Mountain 
Goat  at  8:15.  Chief  McBee  swore  in 
twelve  mounted  men  to  assist  him  and 
gathered  them  all  behind  John  Ruef's 
barn  and  served  out  as  many  guns  and 
as  much  ammunition  as  their  clothing 
would  hold.  .  .  . 

"President  Taft  spoke  briefly  on  the 
chapel  porch  .  .  .  there  was  a  pleasant 
and  informal  reception  (at  the  Delta 
Tau  Delta  house).  .  .  .  The  Secret  Ser- 
vice men  were  our  special  care.  Eva 
and  Dora  Colmore  and  I  were  so  busy 
getting  sandwiches  and  beer  for  them 
that  we  did  not  get  to  the  reception. 
The  Associated  Press  reporter  was  for- 
gotten until  everything  was  half  over, 
and  then  he  refused  to  leave  the  car. 
Hence  we  had  very  meagre  notice  in 
the  papers  of  this,  the  greatest  day  of 
our    political    history." 

Today  the  Mountain  Goat  carries  no 
passenger  car  and  only  an  occasional 
railroad  enthusiast  rides  its  steel  gon- 
dolas. It  hauls  out  of  Tracy  City  250 
cars  of  "Sewanee  Coal"  each  week.  Its 
belching,  fire-breathing  Goat  engine 
has  been  replaced  by  a  sleek  powerful 
deisel,  more  independent  but  less 
friendly,  which  does  not  need  a  com- 
panion to  help  pull  cars  up  the  incline. 
The  concerned  shriek  of  the  old  steam 
whistle  has  been  replaced  by  the  im- 
perious grunt-and-groan  of  the  more 
utilitarian  offspring.  Verily,  the  old  or- 
der changeth.

Deaths 

Dr.  Fayette  C.  Ewing.  who  attended 
the  Sewanee  Grammar  School  in  1877. 
died  April  15  at  "Nosegay,"  his  Louisi- 
ana plantation  at  Pineville.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  at  91  he  was  probably  the 
earliest  living  matriculant  at  Sewanee 
and  the  only  surviving  founder  of  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons.  His 
medical  training  was  at  Jefferson  Medi- 
cal College  in  Philadelphia.  He  prac- 
ticed in  St.  Louis  and  during  that  time 
was  a  founder  in  1900  of  the  American 
Academv  of  Ophthalmology  and  Oto- 
laryngology. In  the  same  year  he  was 
a  joint  founder  of  the  Scottish  Terrier 
Club  of  America.  He  was  the  author 
of  the  standard  work  on  that  dog.  The 
Book  of  tli"  Scottish  Terrier,  and  is 
credited  with  being  the  first  breeder 
and  Dromotor  of  the  strain  in  America. 
In  World  War  I  he  served  in  the  army. 
During  his  Missouri  residence  Dr. 
Ewing  served  as  a  Sewanee  trustee 
from  that  diocese. 

Dr.  Ewing  also  won  fame  as  a 
Shakesperean  writer.  His  Hamlet,  An 
Analytical  and  Psychological  Study, 
was  published  in  19P4.  Dr.  Ewing  is  sur- 
vived bv  Mrs.  Ewing  and  a  son.  Don- 
ald, A'12,  associate  editor  of  the 
Shreveport  Times.  Another  son,  Fay- 
ette, Jr.,  died  in  1914  while  serving  as 
Sewanee's  professor  of  engineering. 
The  Ewing  clan  is  one  of  Sewanee's 
oldest  and  largest  with  more  than  a 
dozen   on  alumni   rolls. 

James  D.  Ingraham,  A'03,  LL.B.'07. 
ATO,  died  March  12.  1956,  in  St.  Au- 
gustine, Florida.  He  followed  the  family- 
tradition  of  service  with  Florida  rail- 
roads, beginning  his  association  with 
the  Florida  East  Coast  Railway  in  1908 
and  being  appointed  assistant  general 
passenger  agent  of  the  line  in  1934.  For 
thirty-five  years  he  was  treasurer  of 
the  Florida  State  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. He  was  at  one  time  a  trustee  of 
the  University.  He  is  survived  by  Mrs. 
Ingraham  and  two  daughters. 

William  Lebby,  '09,  died  February  8, 
1956.  He  came  to  Sewanee  from  Sum- 
merville,  South  Carolina,  and  attended 
the  College  of  Charleston.  For  twenty 
years  he  lived  in  Philadelphia  and 
Washington  where  he  was  a  special 
agent  with  the  internal  revenue  ser- 
vice. He  formerly  had  been  a  journa- 
list in  Greenville,  South  Carolina.  His 
survivors  include  Mrs.  Lebby,  and  two 
daughters. 

Ward  Storrs  Greene,  '15,  SAE,  died 
on  January  22,  1956,  in  Havana,  Cuba, 
at  the  age  of  63  after  an  acute  attack 
of  pulmonary  edema  while  on  a  vaca- 
tion cruise.  "Jimmie",  as  he  was  known 
throughout  the  country,  was  general 
manager  of  King  Features  Syndicate, 
the  largest  operation  of  its  kind  in  the 
world.  Column  after  column  appeared 
in  the  nation's  press  in  eulogy  of  this 
versatile  man  whole  sole  college  train- 
ing was  at  Sewanee. 

Ward  Greene  was  born  in  Asheville 
and  entered  Sewanee  from  Atlanta  to 
which  he  returned  after  his  sophomore 
year  to  go  to  work  for  the  Atlanta 
Journal.  He  went  to  the  New  York  Tri- 
()i/ ne  in  1917  and  then  back  to  the 
Journal   as   European   war   correspond- 


ent. In  1920  he  went  with  King  F< 
tures  and  ten  yean  ago  was  made  gen- 
eral manager.  His  long  list  of  books 
■includes  Cora  Potts,  later  produced  as  a 
Broadway  play.  Ride  the  Nightmare, 
Death  in  the  Deep  South,  which  be- 
came the  film  "They  Shall  Not  Forget", 
Route  '£X,  Wliat  They  Don't  Know,  and 
Star  R(>i>urtcrs.  His  most  recent  hit 
was  Lady  and  the  Tram}),  produced  b> 
Walt  Disney  as  a  full-length  cartoon 
movie. 

Westbrook  Pegler,  who  is  not  given 
lightly  to  praise,  wrote  one  of  his 
warmest  tributes  on  the  day  he  heard 
of  Greene's  death,  which  he  referred  to 
as  "a  personal  disaster  to  all  of  us  .  .  . 
in  and  out  of  the  newspaper  business 
which  he  honored  and  adorned.  I  have 
met  few  persons  whom  I  would  des- 
cribe as  saintly  but  this  is  my  opinion 
of  Jimmie  Greene.  .  .  .  Hating  was  out 
o!  his  line.  Sweetly  generous,  indis- 
criminate kindness  was  his  chief  trait. 
(He  was)  so  generous  and  fair  that  not 
long  ago  he  went  after  a  young  writer, 
offering  him  a  contract  even  though 
this  young  man  had  taken  some  terri- 
ble belts  at  our  concern.  "He  has  been 
pretty  rough  on  us,"  Jimmie  said,  "but 
the  kid  is  a  good  writer  and  he  seems 
to  me  to  have  integrity.  I  am  afraid  I 
like  him." 

"A  year  ago,"  continues  Pegler, 
"Jimmie  was  forbidden  to  drive  a  car. 
.  .  .  He  remarked  to  his  friend  "Gorty, 
I  now  ride  to  my  office  in  a  limosine 
with  a  driver  in  livery  and  I  read  my 
New  York  Times  and  take  my  heart 
pills.

Sewanee  too  has  pleasant  and  recent 
memories  of  Ward  Greene's  thought- 
fulness.  When  talented  sophomore 
Leonard  Trawick  (to  raise  money  for 
a  Purple  deficit)  printed  in  book  form 
his  year's  cartoon  strip  "Sam's  Bro- 
ther", Ward  Greene  was  asked  to  write 
an  introduction.  Without  hesitation,  the 
world's  greatest  entrepreneur  of  com- 
ics complied.  "Glad  to  do  it  for  a  Se- 
wanee  man,"   he   wrote. 

Ward  Greene  is  survived  by  his  wid- 
ow, an  adopted  son,  and  bv  an  older 
brother   Earle.   '08.  SAE. 


Hospital  Gets 
New  X'Ray 

Gifts  in  memory  of  the  late  Miss 
Annie  Overton  Treadwell  by  her  sur- 
viving sisters,  and  in  memory  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lawson  Henderson  Tread- 
well,  have  made  possible  the  purchase 
of  new  X-ray  apparatus  by  the  Emer- 
ald-Hodgson Hospital  at  Sewanee.  The 
new  machine  will  allow  faster  and  more 
accurate  diagnosis,  especially  in  the 
emergency  cases  which  come  to  the 
University's  medical -missionary  enter- 
prise serving  six  rural  Tennessee  coun- 
ties. 

The  Sewanee  hospital,  with  its  own 
endowment  of  $250,000.  is  under  the 
direction  of  Mclvin  L.  Southwick.  for- 
mer Standard  Oil  executive.  It  does 
about  $30,000  in  charity  work  each 
year,  and  makes  up  its  annual  deficit 
with  gifts  from  individuals  and  par- 
ishes. Dr.  Henry  T.  Kirby-Smith.  '27. 
is  chief  of  staff,  a  post  held  for  some 
fortv  years  by  his  father.

The  Sesqui-Centennial  Address  on  "Leonidas  Polk,  Father 
and  First  Founder  of  the  University  of  the  South"  was  given 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jonathan  G.  Sherman,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Long  Island,  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  New  York  alumni 
chapter  on  April  10,  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Polk. 
Bishop  Sherman  admitted  the  humorous  incongruity  of  a 
Yale  alumnus  named  Sherman  speaking  at  the  Harvard  Club 
in  honor  of  a  Confederate  general,  but  despite  the  handicap 
presented  a  fine  statement  on  the  life  of  Sewanee's  third 
chancellor. 

He  paid  tribute  to  the  founders  of  the  University  with  a 
text  familiar  from  its  annual  use  in  All  Saints'  Chapel  on 
October  10:  "Let  us  now  praise  famous  men,  and  our  fath- 
ers that  begat  us."  with  particular  mention  of  "that  grand 
triumvirate  of  Bishops  and  Fathers  in  God — James  Hervey 
Otey  of  Tennessee,  Stephen  Elliott  of  Georgia,  and,  in  their 
center,  Leonidas  Polk,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas  and 
the  Southwest,  first  foreign  missionary  bishop  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  first  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  and,  in 
the  words  of  Bishop  Quintard,  'the  projector,  originator,  and 
real  founder  of  the  University  of  the  South.'  " 

Bishop  Sherman  recounted  the  military  tradition  in  Polk's 
family,  his  birth  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  April  10,  1806, 
his  education  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill,  his  entrance  at  West  Point  in  1823.  Polk's  conversion 
to  the  Christian  faith  and  his  public  baptism  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  corps  of  cadets  was  "the  signal  for  a  dramatic 
revival  of  religion  which  swept  the  whole  institution."  Polk 
resigned  from  the  army  after  graduation  and  entered  the 
Virginia  Theological  Seminary  in  1828.  He  was  ordained 
deacon  in  1830,  married  to  Frances  Devereux  of  Raleigh, 
and  became  assistant  to  Bishop  Moore  at  the  Monumental 
Church  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  His  health  broke  twice  and 
he  went  abroad  in  1831.  He  visited  the  European  universi- 
ties, "acquiring  those  impressions  .  .  .  which  were  to  germi- 
nate and  bear  fruit  twenty-five  years  later  in  the  most 
magnificent  educational  project  of  his  age."  Upon  his  re- 
turn in  1832,  with  his  health  not  fully  restored,  he  began 
farming  in  Tennessee.  In  1834  he  took  charge  of  the  local 
church,  St.  Peter's,  Columbia.  In  1838  he  was  elected  by  the 
General  Convention  as  bishop  for  the  missionary  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  Southwest.  He  was  consecrated  in  Cincinnati  on 
December  9,  1838.  His  field  contained  500,000  square  miles 
and  1,500,000  people  in  Arkansas,  the  Indian  Territory,  Miss- 
issippi, Alabama,  Louisiana,  and  the  Republic  of  Texas. 
Bishop  Sherman  compared  Polk's  three  missionary  journeys 
with  those  of  St.  Paul.  During  the  first  eighteen  months 
of  his  episcopate  he  spent  only  four  with  his  family. 

After  three  years  as  bishop  of  Arkansas,  he  was  elected 
bishop  of  Louisiana  by  the  General  Convention  of  1841.  He 
moved  his  family  and  400  slaves  to  a  large  sugar  plantation, 
"Leighton,"  near  Thibodaux.  During  his  Louisiana  episco- 
pate, clergy  in  the  diocese  increased  from  six  to  thirty-two

In  the  course  of  Polk's  first  missionary  journey  in 
March,  1839,  he  crossed  the  Red  River  into  the  dis- 
puted territory  between  Texas  and  the  United 
States,  and  embarked  by  boat  for  Shreveport,  Lou- 
isiana. On  the  trip  down  the  river  the  ship  struck 
a  partially  submerged  snag  and  would  have  sunk 
had  not  the  bishop  suggested  to  the  ship's  captain 
how  to  raise  it.  On  reaching  Shreveport  Polk  was 
told,  "We  have  never  had  any  preaching  here,  and 
we  don't  want  any."  He  borrowed  a  house  for  ser- 
vices, posting  a  $600  bond  against  any  damages 
which  might  be  done  by  ruffians.  At  the  last  mo- 
ment, when  a  mob,  as  well  as  a  congregation,  was 
gathering,  the  sunken  steamer  which  the  bishop  had 
raised  came  into  port,  and  the  crew,  hearing  of  the 
disturbance,  rushed  to  the  scene  of  the  unexpected 
riot,  and  declared  that  Polk  should  not  be  molested. 
He  was  no  "common  preacher,"  they  said;  he  knew 
how  to  work,  and  they  would  like  to  see  anyone 
hinder  him  from  preaching  if  he  wished  to  do  so. 
Accordingly  the  service  was  held  in  quietness  in  the 
little  settlement  which  Bishop  Polk  correctly  prophe- 
sied would  become  the  second  largest  city  in  Louisi- 
ana. 

and  congregations  from  four  to  forty-six.  A  succession  of 
disasters — cholera,  yellow  fever,  misplaced  trust  in  a  friend 
— destroyed  his  personal  estate.  Yet  during  these  years  he 
planned  his  great  project  of  a  university  for  the  Southern 
states.  From  1856  to  1860  the  organization  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  took  place,  and  on  October  10,  1860,  "it 
was  properly  given  to  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  to  perform 
the  rite  of  laying  the  cornerstone  in  place."  The  prophetic 
orator  on  that  day  addressed  Bishop  Polk:  "Whensoever  it 
shall  please  God,  your  Master,  to  stay  your  radiant  right 
arm  from  his  battlefields  on  earth,  and  call  you  to  His  ever- 
lasting triumphs,  the  heavens  and  ycur  grateful  country  will 
read  upon  your  tomb,  "The  Founder  of  the  University  of  the 
South.'  "  When  Polk  became  a  generil  in  1861  "he  did  not 
throw  off  the  gown  for  the  s"v>rd;  he  buckled  the  sword 
over  the  gown."  He  perished  at  Pine  Mountain,  Georgia,  on 
June  14,  1864. 

To  the  problems  of  higher  education  today,  "Leonidas 
Polk,  being  dead,  yet  speaks."  Robert  M.  Hutchins  for  some 
years  has  been  drawing  our  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
elective  system  in  our  colleges  has  produced  chaos,  that 
there  is  no  longer  any  unity  in  the  sense  of  a  common 
framework  of  ideas,  and  that,  consequently,  our  institutions 
of  higher  learning  are  no  longer  universities  in  the  proper 
sense.  Bishop  Sherman  said  that  Polk  was  "firm  in  the 
conviction  that  the  professional  man  ought  always  to  have 
a  liberal  education,  and  he  thought  that  every  gentleman 
ought  to  have  at  least  so  much  acquaintance  with  every 
branch  of  human  knowledge  as  to  be  capable  of  intelligent 
sympathy  with  the  pursuits  and  thoughts  of  other  educated 
men  of  any  profession.  He  observed,  too,  that  the  isolation 
of  technical  schools,  whether  military,  medical,  legal,  or 
theological,  each  by  itself,  tends  to  foster  a  narrow  spirit  of 
professional  conceit  which  would  be  less  likely  to  exist  if 
the  professors  and  students  cf  the  different  faculties  were 
in  daily  contact  with  each  other." 

Fresiden'  Griswold  of  Yale  h?.s  been  laboring  valiantly  to 
shake  this  coun.ry  out  of  the  trance  which  blinds  it  to  the 
needs  oi  its  educational  system,  and  proposes  that  "the  great 
r wakening  will  be  brought  abou;  by  parents  and  teachers 
steeped  in  the  liberal  arts  and  im'rued  with  their  spirit." 
Bishop  Sherman  feels  that  "the  problem  of  higher  education 
in  America  today  is  primarily  not  one  of  high  finances  bui 
of  high  faith.  The  need  of  the  hour  is  for  men  of  the  faith 
oi  Leonidas  Polk.  To  meet  this  need  is  the  high  calling  of 
the  University  of  the  South.  And  as  long  as  there  are  those 
who  teach  and  those  who  learn  en  the  mountain-top  at  Se- 
wanee,  the  name  of  Leonidas  Polk  will  be  remembered 
among  those  choice  vessels  cf  God's  grace,  the  lights  of  the 
world  in  their  several  generations,  for  whom  the  Church 
will  ever  yield  to  Almighty  God  most  high  praise  and  most 
hearty  thanks."

CIVILIAN  PILOT  TRAINING.  From 
1940  to  1943'  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Ad- 
ministration conducted  programs  of 
flight  instruction  using  the  faculties  of 
the  University.  Students  in  the  earlier 
phases  (1940-1942)  were  regularly  en- 
rolled matriculants  of  the  College.  They 
are  listed  on  page  222.  Students  in 
1942-1943  took  a  course  of  eight  weeks 
and  did  not  matriculate.  These  stu- 
dents are  listed  on  pages  225  and  226. 

Navy  V-12  OFFICER  TRAINING 
PROGRAM.  From  July,  1943,  to  No- 
vember, 1945,  the  U.  S.  Navy  conducted 
a  program  of  officer  training  at  Sewa- 
nee. The  students  who  took  part  were 
assigned  to  Sewanee  by  the  Navy  ex- 
cept 37  who  enrolled  at  Sewanee  as 
civilian  students  and  transferred  to  the 
Navy  program.  Sewanee  presented  the 
basic  curriculum  for  the  collegiate 
training  of  deck  officers.  The  Navy  V- 
12  students  matriculated  in  the  Univer- 
sity and  are  listed  on  pages  229  to  244. 

AIR  FORCE  RESERVE  OFFICER 
TRAINING  CORPS.  In  1951  a  Senior 
Division  ROTC  unit  began  operations 
which  enable  undergraduates  to  earn 
reserve  commissions  as  second  lieuten- 
ants in  the  Air  Force  while  completing 
their  chosen  baccalaureate  degree  re- 
quirements. Participation  in  Air  Force 
ROTC  is  voluntary.  All  ROTC  students 
are  matriculants  of  the  University. 

MAILING  ADDRESS  is  the  last  item. 
If  an  asterisk  (*)  follows  the  name  of 
the  town,  the  person  was  last  known  to 
be  living  there  but  the  address  is  not 
<*ood  for  mailing  purposes.  If  no  city 
is  listed,  the  person  was  last  known  to 
be  in  the  place  from  which  he  entered 
Sewanee.  Military  personnel  and  grad- 
uate students  are  usually  listed  at  home 
addresses.

Alumni  Increase 
Number  of  Officers 

The  Associated  Alumni  in  June 
approved  for  the  second  time  the  con- 
stitutional changes  which  added  five 
new  vice-presidents.  W.  Michaux  Nash, 
'26,  of  Dallas  continues  in  office  as 
president  until  the  new  biennial  elec- 
tions next  June  (the  four-year  terms 
of  office  were  cut  to  two  years) .  The 
vice-presidents  hold  the  right  of  presi- 
dential succession  according  to  the  sen- 
iority of  their  classes.  They  are  J.  C. 
Brown  Burch,  '21,  Memphis,  bequests; 
Stanyarne  Burrows,  '29,  Chattanooga, 
admissions;  E.  Ragland  Dobbins, '35,  At- 
lanta, regions  (including  oversight  of 
local  chapters) ;  the  Rev.  A.  Malcolm 
MacMillan,  '45,  now  of  Sharon,  Penn- 
sylvania, church  support;  and  James 
G.  Cate,  '47.  Cleveland,  Tennessee, 
classes.  The  Rev.  Alfred  P.  Chambliss, 
'40,  Monteagle.  and  DuVal  G.  Cravens, 
Jr.,  '29,  of  Sewanee,  continue  as  secre- 
tary and  treasurer.  Working  closely 
with  these  men  are  Bishop  Frank  A. 
Juhan,  '11,  of  the  Sewanee  Centennial 
Fund,  and  Malcolm  Fooshee,  '18,  chair- 
man for  foundations. 

The  Associated  Alumni  organization 
is  experiencing  new  vigor.  Emphasis 
this  year  has  been  on  class  reorgani- 
zation, chapter  activity,  and  counselors 
for  admissions. 


Chapel  Completion 
Takes  Spotlight 

The  regents  at  their  meeting  in  No- 
vember approved  architects'  plans  for 
the  enlarged  All  Saints'  Chapel,  and 
approved  beginning  of  construction  on 
Shapard  Tower.  The  work  will  pro- 
bably  begin   in  March. 

The  dioceses  are  proceeding  to  raise 
the  $650,000  they  accepted  as  objectives 
for  completion  of  the  fabric  of  the 
building.  Eighteen  bishops  came  to  Se- 
wanee last  December  to  discuss  chapel 
plans  and  then  presented  the  idea  to 
their  dioceses  which  accepted  pro-rata 
objectives  to  be  raised  in  varying  ways. 
Nothing  like  that  has  ever  before  hap- 
pened in  Sewanee  history.  By  1900,  all 
of  the  owning  dioceses  together  had 
given  less  than  $100,000  to  the  Univer- 
sity. This  spring  the  dioceses  accepted 
responsibility  for  six  times  that  much 
while  understanding  that  this  com- 
mitment for  the  chapel  was  in  addition 
to  the  regular  Church  Support  program 
whose  goal  this  year  is  $183,000. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  has 
compiled  a  list  of  possibilities  which 
may  be  taken  by  dioceses  or  by  indi- 
viduals. Memorials  which  are  a  part 
of  the  building  count  toward  the  di- 
ocesan objectives — the  narthex,  sec- 
tions of  the  nave,  choir,  and  sanctuary, 
the  sacristry.  The  diocese  of  Arkan- 
sas plans  to  make  the  smaller  chapel, 


Garruthers  Becomes 
14th  Chancellor 

Sewanee's  fourteenth  chancellor  (see 
cover)  was  elected  by  the  board  of 
trustees  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June. 
The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Neely  Carruthers, 
D.D.,  '21,  bishop  of  South  Carolina,  was 
installed  on  Commencement  Day  by  his 
predecessor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  R.  Bland 
Mitchell,  D.D.,  '08,  bishop  of  Arkansas. 

Bishop  Carruthers  entered  the  Col- 
lege in  1918  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Student  Army  Training  Corps  and  of 
Kappa  Sigma  fraternity.  He  received  a 
B.A.  degree  in  1921.  He  then  taught  in 
Eastern  preparatory  schools  and  earned 
an  M.A.  from  Princeton  University  in 
1924.  He  returned  to  Sewanee  as  the- 
ological student  and  instructor  in  Eng- 
lish from  1924  to  1926,  receiving  his 
B.D.  degree  in  1929.  In  1940  he  was 
given  an  honorary  doctorate  in  divinity 
by  Sewanee.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
matriculants  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
Theology. 

His  parochial  ministry  was  spent  at 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  Tennes- 
see, Trinity  Church,  Houston,  and 
Christ  Church,  Nashville.  In  1944  he 
was  consecrated  bishop.  He  has  just 
concluded  a  six  year  term  as  president 
of  the  Province  of  Sewanee.  He  has 
served  two  terms  on  the  board  of  re- 
gents of  the  University,  as  a  clerical 
r<nd  as  an  episcopal  member  of  the 
board.  He  now  becomes  a  regent  ex 
officio. 

The  chancellor's  principal  duty  is  to 
serve  as  president  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees. He  has  a  six-year  term  and  can 
not  succeed  himself. 

Elected  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  University  in  June  was 
Augustus  T.  Graydon.  '37,  of  Colum- 
bia, South  Carolina,  who  was  a  dioce- 
san trustee  from  1948  to  1953.  The  elec- 
tion of  a  non-member  of  the  board  is 
not  without  precedent,  but  other  re- 
cent secretaries  have  held  membership 
on  the  board. 


St.  Augustine's,  a  tribute  to  Bishop 
Mitchell.  The  diocese  of  Louisiana  has 
asked  that  its  gifts  be  toward  the  chan- 
cel as  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Polk.  Other 
memorials  represent  the  ornamenta- 
tion of  the  building.  There  are  more 
than  fifty  stained  glass  windows  rang- 
ing in  cost  from  $600  to  $20,000.  There 
are  processional  flags,  public  address 
system,  bulletin  and  hymn  boards, 
floor  covering,  and  many  other  neces- 
sary furnishings.

November,  Nineteen  Fifty-Six 
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The  principal  administrators  of  the 
University's  affairs  meet  at  Sewanee  in 
November:  J.  Albert  Woods,  '18,  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  regents,  Edward 
McCrady,  vice-chancellor  and  presi- 
dent, and  Bishop  Thomas  N.  Carru- 
thers,  '21,  chancellor  and  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees. 


Dean  Gaston  S.  Bruton,  Professor  of  Mathematics,  gave  the  1956  Founders'  Day 
Address.  He  related  the  early  events  in  the  founding  of  the  University  and  quoted 
from  early  catalogues  about  the  "eminent  salubrity"  of  the  site.  He  described 
some  of  the  first  professors  and  the  development  of  the  departments  of  the  Univer- 
sity.    The  following  paragraphs  are  quoted  from  his  address. 

In  the  life  of  an  individual  a  hundred  years,  or  even  the  eighty-six  years  that 
students  have  been  taught  here,  seem  a  long  time.  But  in  the  history  of  educa- 
tional institutions  these  times  are  short.  In  1936  I  attended  Harvard's  Tercen- 
tennial, in  1949  Oxford  celebrated  its  seven  hundredth  anniversary.  Our  institu- 
tion is  young  and  vigorous.  Its  active  period  can  be  encompassed  within  the  life 
time  of  only  two  men:  Dr.  DuBose  from  1870  to  1918  and  Dr.  Baker  from  1914 
to  the  present.  My  father  was  five  years  old  when  the  first  student  came  to  Se- 
wanee. From  1870  to  1908  the  names  of  all  who  had  ever  received  degrees  from 
the  University  were  published  annually  in  our  catalogue. 

I  mention  these  items  merely  to  show  that  we  cannot  rest  on  the  laurels  of  our 
predecessors.  It  is  fitting  to  point  with  pride  to  the  giants  among  our  founders 
and  to  view  with  alarm  whether  or  not  we  are  living  up  to  their  ideals.  However, 
a  thousand  years  from  now  you  and  I  will  be  considered  among  the  founders.  It 
is  part  of  our  duty  and  our  pleasure  to  recognize  that  everything  has  not  been 
already  done.  We  as  well  as  those  who  have  gone  before  us,  will  have  a  hand  in 
shaping  the  future  of  this  University.  I  do  not  think  our  greatest  days  are  in  the 
past.  I  have  heard  many  times  about  our  football  teams  of  1899  and  1909;  of  our 
medical  school  from  1892  to  1909  which  produced  661  physicians  (we  have  awarded 
many  more  M.D.'s  than  B.S.'s) ;  of  our  law  school  from  1893  to  1910;  of  the  genius 
of  our  founders;  of  the  stature  of  our  early  faculty.  I  am  impressed  by  all  these 
things,  and  proud  of  them. 

This  chapel  v/as  opened  for  service  in  1910.  .  .  .  Walsh  Hall  was  here  and  so  was 
St.  Luke's.  One  is  having  its  reconstruction  completed  this  year,  and  the  other  is 
to  be  started.  Aside  from  St.  Luke's  Chapel,  the  Library,  and  the  old  gymnasium, 
the  other  buildings  have  come  since,  several  within  the  memory  of  the  present 
student  body.  The  Law  and  Medical  schools  had  ceased  to  exist  and  there  were 
ninety-two  students  in  the  University.  There  were  five  men  on  the  college  fac- 
ulty with  Ph.D.  degrees.  In  fact  the  first  Doctor  of  Philosophy  joined  the  faculty 
in  1891,  another  in  1893.*  I  knew  the  third  personally,  for  that  was  Dr.  S.  M.  Bar- 
ton— whence  the  name  Barton  Hall — who  came  in  1895  and  brought  me  here  thirty 
years  later.  By  1918  the  college  alone  had  233  students,  in  1925—342,  in  1946—450, 
and  in  1948 — 546.  I  am  aware  that  the  number  of  students  and  the  number  and 
comfort  of  our  buildings  are  not  the  only  measures  of  success  and  progress.  It 
happens  that,  in  point  of  service,  I  am  the  oldest  member  of  the  University  Facul- 
ties— the  authorities  have  hesitated  thirty-five  years  to  let  me  make  this  talk.  I 
have  been  here  for  more  than  the  last  third  of  this  University's  life  history,  and 
have  known  many  men  who  were  here  during  the  middle  third,  at  least  one  dating 
back  to  1887.  It  is  my  opinion  that  never  in  that  period  has  the  University  had  a 
faculty  as  strong  as  the  present  one.  And  the  faculty  and  students,  combined  with 
adequate  facilities,  do  make  an  institution  great — or  small. 

Fifty  years  ago  the  catalogues  stated:  "(The  University's)  founders  were  deeply 
imbued  with  the  conviction  that  an  education  of  the  mere  intellectual  powers, 
without  regard  to  the  moral  and  religious,  was  dangerous  and  wrong;  and  it  is  the 
firm  purpose  of  their  successors  to  develop,  as  far  as  they  may  have  the  power, 
the  whole  man  harmoniously  so  that  the  sons  of  the  university  may  grow  to  be 
educated  Christian  gentlemen  in  the  highest  sense." 

Today,  nearing  our  centennial.  I  maintain  that  the  successors  of  our  founders 
have  fulfilled  their  "firm  purpose."  To  the  names  of  the  first  founders  Polk,  Elliott, 
and  Otey,  the  last  of  whom  died  two  years  before  the  University  opened  its  doors; 
and  to  the  second  founders  Quintard,  Fairbanks,  and  Gorgas,  I  should  like  to  add 
the  names  of  Professors  Barton.  MacKellar,  Gass,  Kayden,  Lewis,  Ware,  Long, 
William  Porcher  DuBose,  William  Haskell  DuBose,  Nauts,  Baker,  and  Davis. 
These  twelve  men,  four  still  living  with  us,  whom  I  have  listed  in  order  of  length 
of  service  from  the  thirty  years  of  Barton  to  the  thirty-nine  years  of  Davis,  gave 
collectively  over  four  hundred  years  of  their  lives  serving  this  institution  and 
carrying  out  effectively  the  ideals  of  its  founders. 

To  our  new  gownsmen  let  me  add  one  word.  Here  is  a  quotation  from  the  past 
concerning  the  Order  of  Gownsmen:  "Gownsmen  .  .  .  are  distinguished  by  the  aca- 
demic dress  (the  Oxford  cap  and  gown)  and  enjoy  certain  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties.   The  influence  of  this  select  body  on  their  fellow  students  is  most  happy." 

May  it  be  ever  thus.

A  Study  in  Students 

Student  statistics  at  Sewanee  this 
year  confirm  again  the  remarkable  re- 
gional character  of  the  institution.  The 
University  of  the  South  is  probably  the 
only  college  in  America  to  which  no 
city  sends  as  many  as  3  percent  of  its 
students.  In  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  in  the  fall  of  1956  there  are 
more  from  Birmingham  than  any 
other  city — twelve.  That  comes  to  only 
2.3  percent  of  the  student  body.  Jack- 
sonville, Memphis,  New  Orleans,  and 
Sewanee  are  tied  with  eleven  each.  All 
other  cities  have  nine  students  or  less. 

Sewanee  is  also  probably  the  only 
university  in  America  which  draws 
more  students  from  a  distant  state  than 
from  the  state  in  which  it  is  located. 
There  are  78  college  students  from  Ten- 
nessee and  74  from  Florida  but  only 
ten  theologs  from  the  diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee against  22  from  the  two  Episco- 
pal dioceses  in  the  peninsular  state. 
Therefore  the  record  for  total  enroll- 
ment goes  this  year  to  Florida  with  96 
and  Tennessee  takes  second  place  with 
88. 

This  year  the  seminary  opened  with 
93  and  the  college  with  498.  The  total 
this  year  is  591,  the  second  highest  in 
Sewanee  history.  In  1948  there  were 
546  registrants  in  the  college  and  57  in 
the  seminary  for  a  total  of  603. 

In  St.  Luke's,  52  are  married  and  41 
single.  In  Woodland  live  23  theolog 
families,  with  29  others  scattered  in 
various  apartments  in  the  community 
or  overflowing  to  Monteagle.  Most  of 
the  single  students  are  living  in  frame 
Selden  Hall  pending  completion  of  the 
St.  Luke's  renovation  project. 

In  the  college,  there  are  16  married 
students,  5.1  percent.  There  would  be 
more  if  Sewanee  permitted  wives  to 
matriculate.  On  other  campuses,  the 
percentage  is  higher  where  wives  can 
attend  classes.  Geographical  distribu- 
tion of  college  students  is  remarkable. 
Five  foreign  countries  and  36  states  are 
represented,  Tennessee  leading  with  78 
and  others  as  follows:  Florida  74,  Ala- 
bama 62,  Texas  51,  Georgia  24,  and 
South  Carolina  23. 

Religious  distribution  shows  a  higher 
than  normal  percentage  of  Episcopali- 
ans. Nearly  three-fourths  of  all  un- 
dergraduates (and  all  seminarians) 
are  Episcopalians — 359.  There  are  52 
Methodists.  32  Presbyterians,  and  31 
Baptists. 

The  least  happy  part  of  the  student 
statistics  concerns  the  "fall  out"  or  aca- 
demic attrition.  Sewanee  does  not  yet 
match  the  records  of  Princeton,  Dart- 
mouth and  other  outstanding  colleges 
in  the  number  it  is  able  to  keep  in 
school  for  graduation.  As  of  last  June, 
the  University  expected  351  students  to 
return  but  of  these  only  290  actually 
came  back.  Six  of  these  had  academic 
deficiencies,  seven  had  miscellaneous 
reasons,  but  48  transferred  to  other  in- 
stitutions. Why? 

Many  undoubtedly  wanted  a  college 
in    which    the    same    amount    of    work

would  produce  better  grades.  Others 
wanted  courses  or  majors  not  offered 
at  Sewanee.  Others  just  left — an  ap- 
parently general  tendency  on  the 
American  college  scene  to  indulge  in 
"college  hopping."  Deans  everywhere 
hope  for  the  students'  sake  it  will  stop. 

The  distribution  of  college  students 
as  to  subjects  and  majors  reflects  cur- 
rent industrial  demands,  local  profes- 
sorial popularities,  but  above  all  Se- 
wanee's  essential  character  as  a  college 
of  the  liberal  arts.  The  English  depart- 
ment leads  with  452  enrollees.  Follow- 
ing it  are  History  342,  Biology  227,  Eco- 
nomics and  Business  225,  and  Mathe- 
matics 223.  Ranging  downward  are  Air 
Science  178,  French  and  Political  Sci- 
ence 165,  Religion  146,  Spanish  119, 
Philosophy  106,  and  Chemistry  102. 

Much  the  same  pattern  is  followed 
by  the  distribution  of  majors.  English 
and  Economics  have  40  gownsmen  each. 
History  27,  Biology  19.  Political  Sci- 
ence 12,  and  Philosophy  11. 

In  the  college  there  are  66  seniors 
(the  smallest  graduating  class  in  some 
years),  75  juniors,  144  sophomores,  and 
205  frosh.  Of  a  total  of  162  classes  be- 
ing held  this  year  at  Sewanee,  108  of 
them  have  20  students  or  less  and  47 
classes  (over  25  percent)  have  less 
than  10  students.  This  may  well  be 
the  best  statistical  honor  Sewanee  can 
claim.  The  University  of  the  South 
continues  to  offer  craftsmanship  in  ed- 
ucation.

Dr.  McCrady  and  Dr.  C.  Fred  Hard, 
'22,  were  among  the  thirteen  univer- 
sity presidents  who  spent  a  week  in 
July  on  an  estate  near  Halifax,  Canada, 
considering  the  purpose  and  function 
of  their  jobs  and  of  their  institutions.

Commencement,  1956,  was  a  forward- 
looking  occasion — a  record  number  of 
graduates  (106  from  the  College  and 
18  from  St.  Luke's) ,  evidences  of  new 
construction  all  around  (Cleveland 
Hall  almost  completed,  swimming  pool 
ready  for  tile,  concrete  forms  in  place 
for  basketball  section  of  the  Juhan 
Gymnasium,  the  Percy  Huger  Hangar 
in  use  at  the  airfield,  Lake  O'Donnell 
filled  with  water,  and  St.  Luke's  re- 
duced to  a  stone  shell  for  rebuilding) . 
Too,  there  was  the  announcement  that 
the  bequest  of  Dr.  E.  C.  Ellett,  '88,  of 
Memphis  would  be  used  for  the  reno- 
vation of  Walsh  Hall,  as  soon  as  pro- 
jects  underway  were  finished. 

But  most  alumni  will  remember  a 
series  of  tributes  to  men  who  have 
served  Sewanee  long  and  well.  The 
seminary  had  its  own  celebrations  ear- 
lier to  mark  the  retirement  of  Bishop 
Edmund  P.  Dandridge,  who  had  been 
acting  dean  for  three  years.  It  was  an- 
nounced that  a  stained  glass  window 
in  St.  Luke's  Chapel  will  become  a 
tribute  to  him.  Bishop  Dandridge  has 
gone  to  Lexington,  Kentucky,  to  make 
his  home  with  his  daughter. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  noted  the  re- 
tirement from  the  office  of  chancellor 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  R.  Bland  Mitchell,  '08, 
who  has  since  come  to  Sewanee  to 
make  his  home  on  Alabama  Avenue 
around  the  corner  from  Gailor  Hall. 
Bishop  Mitchell's  association  with  Se- 
wanee has  lasted  more  than  fifty  years 
and  on  the  silver  tray  presented  by 
the  board  was  the  inscription: 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  gives  Thanks 
to  God  for  the  Consecrated  Ser- 
vice of  the  Right  Reverend  Rich- 
ard Bland  Mitchell,  Doctor  of

On  Saturday  morning  the  alumni 
elected  to  honorary  membership  in  the 
Associated  Alumni  Professor  Emeritus 
Eugene  Mark  Kayden  and  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander Guerry.

On  Sunday  evening  the  chapel  was 
filled  for  the  concert  of  sacred  music 
in  honor  of  T.  S.  Long,  and,  at  his  re- 
quest, in  memory  of  Professor  Roy 
Benton  Davis.  Following  the  concert 
the  former  students  of  Mr.  Long  gath- 
ered at  the  home  of  the  Alumni  Secre- 
tary and  there,  with  the  Rev.  William 
S.  Turner,  '27,  in  charge,  Mr.  Long  was 
presented  with  citations  by  the  regents 
and  trustees,  with  a  silver  service  for 
his  home  in  Summerville,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  with  a  traveling  fund  to  en- 
able him  to  visit  some  of  his  students.

Development  Reports 
Are  Encouraging 

The  Sewance  Centennial  Fund,  be- 
gun in  1952,  has  made  steady  progress, 
according  to  Bishop  Frank  A.  Juhan, 
director  of  development.  More  money 
has  come  to  Sewanee  since  it  was  in- 
augurated than  in  any  other  similar 
period  in  Sewanee  history.  Further- 
more, the  University  of  the  South  for 
the  past  two  years  has  ranked  at  the 
top  among  Southern  institutions  in  to- 
tal gift  income. 

For  the  five-month  period  priding 
October  31,  the  Fund  reported  addi- 
tional gifts  totaling  $355,809.  Quite  apart 
from  this,  the  Church  Support  pro- 
gram— all  of  which  income  bolsters  the 
operating  budget  of  the  University — 
reports  remarkable  success  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Hinton  F.  Longino.  An 
interesting  comparison  can  be  drawn 
from  the  standing  of  Church  Support 
totals  as  of  October  31  for  the  last 
three  years.  They  are  for  calendar 
years   beginning   January: 

1954  1955  1956 

$75,000  $98,000  $111,000 

Chairman  Longino  feels  there  is  a  rea- 
sonable expectation  of  attaining  by  the 
end  of  the  year  the  ambitious  goal  of 
$183,000  in  diocesan  quotas  accepted  by 
the  trustees  (most  gifts  come  at  year- 
end)  and  if  so,  the  increase  will  shat- 
ter last  year's  record  of  $146,000. 

The  four  dioceses  of  Florida,  Atlanta, 
Kentucky,  and  Tennessee  pledged  $1.00 
or  more  per  communicant,  and  South 
Florida,  Alabama.  Louisiana,  Arkan- 
sas, and  North  Texas  pledged  $.60  per 
communicant  or  more.  These  gifts  are 
independent  of  the  diocesan  objectives 
totalling  more  than  $650,000  towards  the 
completion  of  All  Saints'  Chapel. 

Sewanee  men  must  realize  that  the 
University  is  now  at  the  threshold  of 
establishing  not  merely  regional,  but 
national,  records  among  smaller  uni- 
versities. If  alumni  who  really  care  will 
really  work,  Sewanee  will  end  its  first 
cetury  in  something  of  the  aura  pre- 
dicted   by   its   founders. 


Recent  Gifts

Sewanee's  Centennial  Alumni  Direc- 
tory is  now  sixty  per  cent  in  print  with 
prospects  for  complete  publication 
within  the  next  year.  In  1954  the  geo- 
graphical section  listing  all  living 
alumni  by  their  place  of  residence  was 
issued.  In  1955  there  was  published 
the  matriculation  register  in  order  of 
entrance  to  the  University,  with  Medi- 
cal School  (1892-1909),  Law  Depart- 
ment (1893-1909),  and  the  College 
from  1868  until  1920.

Sewanee's  young  football  Tigers,  who 
had  threatened  to  break  loose  all  sea- 
son, finally  came  into  their  own  on 
Homecoming  Day,  Saturday,  November 
3,  to  win  a  great  football  victory. 

Under  balmy  blue  skies,  the  under- 
dog men  of  Coach  Ernie  Williamson 
stunned  and  delighted  the  season's 
largest  crowd,  some  2,000  strong,  by 
smashing  the  heavily  favored  Centre 
College  Colonels,  26-0.  No  one  on  the 
Mountain  had  predicted  a  Sewanee  vic- 
tory; a  lopsided  Tiger  win  was  not  in 
the  wildest  thoughts  of  staunchest 
fans.  Centre,  winner  of  seventeen  of 
its  last  eighteen  games,  boasted  one 
Little  All-American  and  several  other 
stars  in  its  lineup.  Sewanee  had  won 
only  one  game  in  three  seasons,  that 
a  12-0  victory  over  Washington  and 
Lee  last  Homecoming. 

Up  to  the  Centre  game  the  Tigers, 
mainly  freshmen  and  sophomores,  had 
played  respectable  ball  this  season, 
showing  flashes  of  brilliance,  but  had 
not  won.  In  what  will  probably  go 
down  in  Sewanee  history  as  its  most 
frustrating  series  of  games,  the  team 
could  have  won  three  straight  games 
but  lost  through  errors  of  inexperience 
two  by  one  touchdown  and  settled  for 
a  tie  in  the  third.  These  were  a  13-7 
loss  to  Millsaps,  a  13-6  loss  to  Miss- 
issippi College,  and  a  7-7  tie  with  How- 
ard. The  Tigers  had  played  better 
than  expected  against  Southwestern, 
Wabash,  and  Hampden-Sydney,  but 
had  lost  by  scores  of  27-7,  23-6,  and 
12-7. 

Thus  the  stage  was  set  for  a  repeat 
of  Centre's  28-0  triumph  over  Sewanee 
in  1955 — but  it  was  not  to  be.  The 
fired-up  Tigers  turned  two  first  quar- 
ter Centre  fumbles  into  quick  touch- 
downs, both  on  passes  from  quarter- 
back Bill  Kimbrough  to  freshman  half- 
back Jim  Abernathy,  and  then  kept 
Centre  bottled  up  in  the  second  quar- 
ter. Bewildered  alumni  saw  Sewanee 
trot  off  the  field  at  halftime  with  a  12-0 
lead.  It  seemed  too  good  to  be  true, 
and  the  second  half  brought  more  of 
the  same.  Playing  savagely,  the  Tigers 
kept  Centre  off  balance  and  scored 
twice  more  on  passes,  Kimbrough  to 
halfback  Jim  Abernathy  in  the  third 
quarter,  and  substitute  quarterback 
Frankie  Lentz  to  halfback  Dick  Foster 
in  the  fourth. 

By  midway  through  the  fourth  quar- 
ter co-captains  Lee  Glenn  and  Tommy 
Peebles  could  no  longer  hold  back 
their  jubilation.  They  sported  the  big- 
gest smiles  seen  around  Sewanee  in 
many  a  day,  and  when  the  game  ended, 
what  was  perhaps  the  happiest  crowd 
of  football  players  in  the  nation  car- 
ried the  coaches  off  the  field  on  their 
shoulders.  This  action  symbolized  the 
joy  and  affection  of  the  entire  Moun- 
tain— after  three  lean  years,  Coach  Er- 
nie Williamson's  boys  had  given  him  a 
great  football  victory.

At  St.  Luke's 


Alexander  Installed 
As  Dean

All  Saints'  Day,  the  University  Chap- 
el, and  an  ancient  ceremony  with  its 
roots  deep  in  the  scholastic  tradition  of 
Oxford  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new 
era  for  the  School  of  Theology.  The 
Very  Reverend  George  Moyer  Alex- 
ander was  installed  as  the  ninth  dean 
of  the  School  of  Theology  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South.  Youthful  and 
athletic  in  appearance,  the  dean  sees 
his  new  task  as  that  of  being  mainly  a 
pastor,  counselor  and  teacher  to  the  St. 
Luke's  family.  To  this  job  he  brings 
many  years  rich  with  experience  as 
a  parish  priest,  administrator  and  edu- 
cator. 

The  installation  service  followed 
Choral  Evensong,  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  David  B.  Collins,  '43,  University 
chaplain,  and  the  Rev.  Frank  V.  D. 
Fortune,  '32,  Academy  chaplain.  Bishop 
Juhan  presented  the  dean  to  the  vice- 
chancellor  for  the  Latin  ceremony  of 
installation.  The  preacher  was  a  semi- 
nary contemporary  of  Dean  Alexander, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  Alfred  Cole,  '36,  bishop 
of  Upper  South  Carolina,  who  des- 
cribed the  duties  of  a  dean  as  those  of 
a  priest  who  must  be  messenger, 
watchman,  and  steward  of  the  Lord.  In 
the  procession  were  several  members 
of  the  board  of  regents  here  for  the 
fall  meeting  and  the  entire  seminary 
faculty. 

Dean  Alexander  comes  to  Sewanee 
after  a  year  of  special  study  as  a  fellow 
at  General  Theological  Seminary  in 
New  York.  With  him  is  his  charming 
wife,  the  former  Mary  Bedell  of  Jack- 
sonville, Florida,  and  their  two  sons, 
Stephen  and  John.  The  Alexanders  are 
not  strangers  to  Sewanee.  After  two 
years  at  the  University  of  Florida,  the 
Dean  and  Mrs.  Alexander  came  to  Se- 
wanee as  newly-weds  in  1935.  He  re- 
ceived his  B.A.  in  Economics  from  the 
University  in  1938  and  his  B.D.  in  1939. 
While  at  Sewanee  as  a  student  he  was 
president  of  the  ATO  fraternity. 

Ordained  to  the  diaconate  in  1939 
and  the  priesthood  in  1940,  Dean  Alex- 
ander served  until  1942  as  minister-in- 
charge  of  St.  Mary's,  Green  Cove 
Springs,  Florida,  and  Grace  Church, 
Orange  Park,  Florida.  From  1942  to 
1945  he  was  rector  of  Saint  Mark's, 
Palatka,  Florida,  and  priest-in-charge 
of  St.  Paul's,  Federal  Point,  Florida. 
In  1945  he  was  called  as  rector  of  Holy 
Trinity,  Gainesville,  Florida.  He  be- 
came rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Colum- 
bia, South  Carolina,  in  1949  and  served 
there  until  he  was  elected  dean  of  the 
School  of  Theology  in  1955. 

In  conjunction  with  his  ministry  on 
the  parish  and  community  level,  Dean 
Alexander  has  served  as  chairman  of 
the  county  welfare  board  in  Gainesville, 
was  a  member  of  the  County  Welfare 
Board  in  Putnam  County,  Florida,  and 
was  on  the  Community  Chest  Board  in

He  also  has  been  a  special 
lecturer  at  the  Universities  of  Florida 
and  South  Carolina  in  the  field  of 
marriage  counseling.

Here  at  Sewanee,  he  was  a  member 
of  the  board  of  regents  from  1949  to 
1955.

Rev.  E.  P.  Dandridge,  acting 
dean  for  the  past  three  years.  The  ex- 
pected crowd  was  so  large  that  the 
banquet  was  held  at  Gailor  Hall,  with 
the  meal  brought  down  from  Monteagle 
by  Mrs.  Clara  Shoemate.  Then  alumni, 
their  wives,  guests,  and  students  all 
went  to  the  university  auditorium  for 
the  traditional  junior  class  program.

On  St.  Luke's  Day  proper,  students 
and  alumni  received  Holy  Communion 
in  the  chapel,  the  dean  celebrating.

Union  Theatre  to  hear  the  Rev.  Carroll 
Simcox,  the  St.  Luke's  Day  lecturer. 

Dr.  Simcox  is  assistant  rector  of  St. 
Thomas'  Church  in  New  York  City. 
Prior  to  his  parochial  work  he  worked 
for  a  number  of  years  with  young  peo- 
ple, notably  as  Episcopal  chaplain  at 
the  Universities  of  Illinois  and  Wiscon- 
sin. He  was  chaplain  and  a  faculty 
member  at  Canterbury  College.  He  is 
best  known  to  the  Church  as  the  au- 
thor of  the  series,  Living  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  Living  the  Creed,  Living  the 
Ten  Commandments. 

Dr.  Simcox's  lecture  was  taken  from 
the  manuscript  of  his  book  now  in 
preparation,  entitled  Preaching  and 
Teaching.  His  lecture  dealt  construc- 
tively with  some  of  the  very  practical 
problems  and  common  mistakes  of  the 
ordinary  parish  preacher.  It  was  stress- 
ed by  Dr.  Simcox  that  the  parish  priest 
must  preach  to  those  who  have  al- 
ready heard  the  good  news,  those  who 
have  been  born  and  nurtured  in  it.  He 
gave  very  practical  suggestions  for  the 
preacher  who  must  exhort  his  people 
"to  be  what  they  already  are." 

This  lecture  concluded  the  activities 
of  St.  Luke's  Day.  The  whole  program 
was  well  attended,  the  number  present 
being  more  than  last  year.  Some  of 
the  alumni  present  were  the  Rev.

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Renovation  Still  in 
Process

The  renovation  of  St.  Luke's  Hall 
has  been  considerably  speeded  up  since 
the  completion  of  Sessums  Cleveland 
Hall  and  the  near  completion  of  the 
swimming  pool.  The  building  contrac- 
tor has  set  January  31  as  a  completion 
date  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
finish  construction  by  that  time.  The 
roof  is  now  rising  over  the  new  rear 
wing  while  the  roofing  sub-contractor 
has  begun  repairs  to  the  roof  over  the 
old  portion.  Masons  are  busy  putting 
partitions  throughout  the  building. 
Lathing  began  early   in  November. 

Alumni  and  student  victims  of  the 
Powhatan  fire  will  be  pleased  to  note 
that  construction  throughout  is  incom- 
bustible, the  only  flammables  being 
such  things  as  furniture  and  clothing. 
The  architect  on  the  job  also  pointed 
out  that  the  eighty  year  old  building 
was  now  stronger  than  it  had  ever 
been;  the  floor  construction  has  been 
firmlv  anchored  in  the  original  walls 
which  have  been  altogether  retained 
except  for  some  windows. 

Old  residents  will  be  interested  in 
some  of  the  features  of  the  new  in- 
terior. It  is  to  be  a  four-story  struc- 
ture instead  of  the  older  three-story 
arrangement.  The  first  floor  will  con- 
tain the  old  Oratory,  preserved  exactly 
as  it  was,  and  several  classrooms,  be- 
sides the  dean's  office  and  offices  for 
faculty  members.  Completely  unlike 
the  old  plan,  the  second  floor  will  also 
be  provided  with  classrooms  plus  a 
two-room  suite  with  private  bath  and 
a  common   room   for  students. 

The  third  floor  will  consist  of  living 
ouarters  for  faculty  and  students. 
There  will  be  two  two- room  suites 
complete  with  bath  and  kitchen.  The 
student  rooms  will  be  single  and  dou- 
ble units.  By  double  unit  is  meant  two 
bedrooms  connected  by  an  entry  hall 
opening  into  the  main  corridor. 

Alumni  who  can  remember  walking 
out  into  rain  and  snow  to  get  from 
the  first  entry  to  the  rest  of  the  build- 
ing will  be  interested  to  know  that  ac- 
cessibility of  all  rooms  has  been  so 
planned  that  any  room  may  be  reached 
by  stairway  or  corridor  without  going 
outside  the  building. 

The  new  rear  wing  is  an  addition 
of  two  stories  over  the  older  annex. 
Work  on  it  will  be  completed  at  the 
same  time  as  work  on  the  old  portion. 
The  new  second  floor  annex  will  be 
almost  entirely  occupied  by  the  library 
with  its  own  working  area,  office,  and 
reading  room.  A  seminar  room  has 
been  provided  for  in  the  rear.  A  stair- 
way introduced  in  the  southwest  cor- 
ner gives  independent  access  to  this 
wing  while  also  providing  access  to 
both  old  and  new  sections.  This  floor 
is  located  halfway  between  the  second 
and  third  floors  of  the  old  building. 
However,  the  upper  floor  of  the  annex 
is  on  the  fourth  floor  level  of  the  old 
Hall  and  provides  ten  additional  bed 
rooms   15x12   feet. 

The  old  ground  floor  annex  has  also 
seen  some  changes.    The  former  dean's

University  of  the  South. 

Having  spent  his  active  ministry  as  a 
Seminary  Professor,  Dr.  Stewart  was 
known  to  thousands  of  the  clergy  of 
the  Church  as  teaclier.  counsellor,  and 
friend.  Following  his  retirement  as  a 
member  of  the  Faculty  of  General 
Theological  Seminary,  he  came  to  Se- 
wanee  to  spend  his  last  years  in  the 
leisurely  pursuit  of  his  many  /lobbies. 
But  in  the  time  of  our  own  Theologi- 
cal School's  crisis.  Dr.  Steumrt  ac- 
cepted the  Chair  of  Theology  and  gave 
liberally  of  his  many  gifts  to  the  very 
mometit  of  liis  death. 

A  man's  priesthood  is  measured  bi/ 
the  intangibles  of  life.  A  deep  humil- 
ity, a  genial  and  a  gentle  personality,  a 
friendly  interest  in  people,  a  thirst  for 
righteousness,  and  a  quiet  devotion  to 
his  Blessed  Lord — these  are  the  marks 
oj  a  rich  ministry.  And  to  a  gratify- 
ing degree,  these  are  the  traits  which 
characterize   Marshall   Bowyer  Stewart. 

We  the  Board  of  Regents  express  our 
gratitude  for  the  impact  of  his  life  on 
this  University  and  do  enter  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  Board  this  Memorial 
Minute.

What  sounds  does  the  alumnus  as- 
sociate with  Sewanee?  The  first  stu- 
dents, all  of  them  now  dead,  undoubt- 
edly carried  away  with  them  the 
memory  of  the  pealing  Meneely  bell, 
hung  with  such  affectionate  care  by 
General  Josiah  Gorgas  in  the  little 
wooden  tower  at  old  St.  Augustine's 
Chapel.  Today's  "Old  Timers"— stu- 
dents of  a  half  century  ago,  recall  the 
Breslin  chimes,  ringing  the  quarter 
hours  in  the  same  tones  as  the  West- 
minster chimes.  But  students  of  Se- 
wanee's  second  century,  not  forgetting 
the  perfect  tone  of  the  Meneely  bell 
now  in  St.  Luke's  tower  or  the  Breslin 
chimes — given  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
Charlotte  Ferris  Douglas  in  1900— will 
remember  best  the  range,  the  color, 
and  variety  of  one  of  the  world's  great 
carillons.  And  thereon  hangs  a  story. 

W.  Dudley  Gale,  III,  class  of  1920, 
remained  in  France  after  World  War  I. 
There,  besides  a  knowledge  of  the 
French  language,  drama,  and  art,  he 
also  acquired  a  love  for  the  bells  that 
pealed  from  little  churches  and  big 
cathedrals.  He  acquired  a  technical 
knowledge  of  carillons  when  he,  as 
chairman  of  the  carillon  committee  of 
Christ  Church,  Nashville,  spent  weeks 
in  consultation  with  America's  great 
authority  in  the  field,  Dr.  Arthur 
Lynds  Bigelow  of  Princeton.  And  so  it 
was  natural  that,  when  pondering  on  a 
suitable  centennial  gift  to  Sewanee  in 
memory  of  his  great-grandfather,  Bish- 
op-General Leonidas  Polk,  Gale 
thought  of  a  carillon. 

As  conversations  with  Dr.  Bigelow 
proceeded,  Gale  became  more  con- 
vinced that  the  Polk  Carillon  ought  to 


be  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible.  The 
Princeton  engineer  made  a  special  trip 
to  High  Savoie,  near  the  French-Itali- 
an border,  last  summer  to  discuss  de- 
tails of  the  founding  of  the  bells  with 
the  maker,  Les  Fils  de  Georges  Pac- 
card.  Both  Gale  and  Bigelow  will  visit 
the  foundry  in  1957  for  an  inspection 
before  shipment  and  installation  of  the 
bells  in  1958. 

The  carillon  bell  was  first  developed 
by  the  Flemish  in  the  1400's  when  po- 
lyphony was  adding  richness  to  the 
traditional  melodies  of  religious  music. 
For  bells  to  sound  together  with  pleas- 
ing effect,  each  must  be  near-perfect. 
The  French  Revolution  and  resultant 
economic  distress  stopped  carillon  mak- 
ing for  a  half  century  and  then  the 
French  were  the  first  to  return  to  the 
lost  art  and  are  now  considered  world 
leaders  in  carillon  tuning. 

The  $65,000  Polk  Carillon  represents 
the  next  largest  gift  yet  made  to  All 
Saints'  Chapel,  second  only  to  the  gift 
of  the  tower  itself  by  the  Shapard  fam- 
ily of  Griffin,  Georgia.  The  set  con- 
sists of  56  bells,  three  more  than  hang 
in  world-famous  Bok  Tower  at  Lake 
Wales,  Florida.  The  bass  bells  will  be 
installed  in  the  lower  belfry  of  Shapard 
Tower,  which  has  been  redesigned  to 
receive  them.  There  will  be  the  clavier 
(keyboard)  with  the  treble  bells  in  the 
upper  belfry. 

Dr.  Bigelow  points  out  that  this  is 
the  traditional  position  for  the  caril- 
loneur — among  his  bells,  not  far  below 
them  at  a  remote -control  keyboard. 
Any  good  organist  can  play  this  type 
of  carillon,  asserts  Bigelow,  and  to 
make  the  novice  more  at  ease,  there  is 
a    duplicate   clavier   for   practice,   with 
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The  Polk  Carillon  will  hang  in  Shapa

small  tuning  bars  to  furnish  low  tones 
for  the  musician.  The  range  will  be 
a  full  four  octaves,  chromatic  scale, 
plus  a  deep  B-flat  bourdon  and  plus 
five  treble  bells  above  the  four  octaves. 

The  largest  bell,  weighing  7,500 
pounds  and  called  a  swinging  bourdon, 
will  be  inscribed  "To  Polk  and  to  Sc- 
wanee,  my  Alma  Mater,  this  carillon  is 
dedicated."  In  bas-relief  on  the  reverse 
will  be  the  university  seal  whose  cir- 
cular chain  has  a  link  for  each  of  the 
22  owning  Episcopal  dioceses.  Seven- 
teen of  the  other  bells  will  also  be  in- 
scribed in  a  manner  traditional  in  bell 
founding.  Some  will  be  in  memory  of 
Gale's  family,  his  wife,  his  father,  and 
his  brother. 

Mrs.  Gale,  the  former  Evelyn  Doug- 
las who  also  had  family  ties  with  Se- 
wanee,  died  several  years  ago.  His 
brother,  George  Jackson  Gale,  '24,  died 
in  1946.  His  father,  W.  Dudley  Gale, 
Jr.,  attended  the  Sewanee  Grammar 
School  in  1875  and  was  a  long-time 
trustee  of  the  University.  The  first  W. 
Dudley  Gale  served  as  aide  to  General 
Polk  and  married  his  daughter. 

Another  bell  will  be  in  honor 
of  his  mother,  Meta  Jackson  Gale  of 
Nashville.  One  will  be  for  an  apostle 
— "My  name  is  Saint  Luke,  Patron  of 
Sewanee.  When  I  ring  may  all  her 
sons  harken  to  my  voice."  Another  will 
call  attention  to  its  musical  note:  "From 
the  Mountains  of  Savoie  to  the  Moun- 
tains of  Tennessee,  I  sing  Sol."  Another 
bell's  inscription  says  in  Latin:  "No 
brazen  voice,  gathered  into  the  circled 
bound,  in  any  other  field  is  found,  to 
ring  a  song  of  sweeter  sound."  Still 
another  bell  will  be  dedicated  to  Joan 
of  Arc. 


Note  to  the  etymologist!  Carillon  can 
be  pronounced  correctly  three  ways. 
To  those  who  have  paused  on  the  Left 
Bank,  it  is  "car  ee  yon"  with  equal 
accent  on  the  three  syllables.  For  de- 
votees of  Winston  Churchill  and  his 
policy  of  utter  Anglicanization,  the 
pitch  is  "car'ry  Ion."  For  timid  souls 
there  is  a  compromise,  "car  il  yon" 
with   accent   in   the  middle. 

But  there  is  still  another  school  of 
thought.  A  Florida  citrus  farmer,  near 
Bok  Tower,  was  asked  by  a  tourist 
how  to  pronounce  the  word.  His  age- 
less reply  will  be  repeated  in  Lost 
Cove   in  the  year  3,000  A.D. 

"Hit  don't  make  no  difference  how 
you  says  it,  Stranger.  After  nigh  ten 
years  Ah  fahnd  Ah  cain't  heer  the 
thing  anyhow  on  accounta  them  dad- 
blamed   bells." 

Dr.  Bigelow  thinks  the  Sewanee  ca- 
rillon will  be  as  perfect  as  it  is  possi- 
ble to  make.  The  tuning  will  be  closer 
than  the  American  Standard.  The  pro- 
portions will  allow  an  even  timbre  from 
bass  to  treble,  permitting  a  more  con- 
stant intensity.  This  means  that  the 
high  bells  will  be  just  as  important  as 
the  lower  ones,  not  losing  tonal  effect 
because  they  weigh  less. 

Bigelow  declares  the  Polk  Carillon 
will  be  "one  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  in  the  world"  capable  of 
playing  any  music  ever  composed  for 
the  carillon  and.  with  its  tone  added  to 
its  great  range,  it  will  be  among  the 
best  tower  instruments  in  the  world, 
able  to  express  anything  the  bellmas- 
ter  desires.  Bigelow  says,  "The  Sewa- 
nee carillon  will  be  my  greatest  work."

Oriental  Carpetbagger:   A  Year  in  Iraq

Baghdad,  Iraq,  is  "a  city  of  900,000 
people  strung  out  like  a  string  of  dirty 
prayer  beads  for  nine  miles  along  the 
Tigris."  It  was  built  in  762  by  Abu 
Jaafar  Mansur,  second  Abbasid  Caliph, 
became  the  center  of  education  and 
culture  under  his  fifth  successor,  was 
once  capital  of  the  Moslem  world,  then 
was  later  racked  by  a  series  of  cap- 
tures and  destruction,  and  was  con- 
trolled by  the  Ottoman  Turks  from  1638 
until  1917,  when  the  British  army  cap- 
tured the  city.  In  1921  the  first  Iraqi 
government  was  proclaimed  and  four 
years  later  a  constitution  was  adopted. 

This  was  where  Sewanee's  dean  of 
men  and  professor  of  political  science, 
Dr.  Robert  S.  Lancaster,  '34,  found 
himself  with  his  family  on  September 
20,  1955.  He  had  been  sent  by  the  De- 
partment of  State  as  a  recipient  of  a 
Fulbright  grant  to  lecture  in  political 
science  at  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ence for  nearly  a  year. 

The  thermometer  read  125  that  first 
day  after  an  18-hour  bus  trip  across 
the  desert.  At  the  bus  station  they 
were  met  by  a  representative  of  the 
U.  S.  Educational  Foundation  in  Iraq, 
who  installed  them  in  a  comfortable 
house  across  the  street  from  the  Amer- 
ican Embassy  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
city. 

What  does  a  stranger  see  in  this  re- 
mote city  and  vital  country  of  the 
Middle  East? 

Dr.  Lancaster  noticed  the  strange 
mixture  of  the  old  and  the  new 
("streets  filled  with  foreign  cars,  mot- 
ley crowds  of  people,  occasional  camel 
caravans,  farmers  driving  flocks  of 
sheep  through  traffic-filled  streets") ; 
terrible  extremes  of  wealth  and  pov- 
erty ("sheiks  driving  new  Cadillacs 
and  squandering  money  in  night  clubs 
— masses  of  people  in  inadequate  mud 
riuts  filled  with  fly-bitten  children") : 
the  rising  tide  of  Arab  nationalism 
forged  on  the  rock  of  Israel  in  a  land 
that  is  "a  mosaic  of  peoples,  institu- 
tions, and  languages — the  feeling  that 
the  Arabs  are  again  the  children  of 
destiny — destined  for  national  self-suf- 


ficiency and  a  higher  living  standard"; 
the  remarkable  absence  of  Western- 
clad  women  ("women,  yes,  but  covered 
from  head  to  foot  by  the  horrible  black 
abba") ;  evidences  of  centuries  of  de- 
cay ("old  cities  in  rubble,  irrigation 
systems  gone,  memorials  of  the  long 
past  being  uncovered") ;  a  great  amount 
of  Western  advertisement — W  e  s  t  e  r  n 
movies,  Coca-Cola,  Pepsi  Cola,  Fords, 
Chevrolets;  the  strange  attitude  toward 
the  English  ("colonial  exploiters,  yes, 
but  at  the  same  time  arbiters  of  fash- 
ion, politics,  and  technique") ;  and  "the 
wonderful  hospitality  of  the  people,  the 
fine  friendliness,  the  sprightly  charm." 

Among  Iraq's  problems  are  those  of 
absentee  landlordism  and  huge  hold- 
ings. "Land  reclamation  in  progress 
could  ultimately  open  much  land  for 
settlement,"   Dr.    Lancaster   comments. 

Nationality  and  religion  are  synony- 
mous and  there  is  need  for  national 
unity  in  a  country  of  many  religions, 
many  nationalities,  and  many  lan- 
guages. "Islam  is  split  between  Shiah 
and  Sunna  sects,  and  Christians  are 
split  into  many  sects,  the  Nestorians, 
Jacobites  and  Catholics  being  the  most 
powerful,"  he  reports. 

Disease,  poverty,  education  (only  20 
percent  are  literate),  and  the  need  to 
raise  the  living  standard  by  leveling 
out  the  national  income  are  other  pro- 
blems  Iraq  faces. 

The  country  vies  with  Egypt  for 
leadership  of  the  Middle  East  and  is 
led  by  brilliant,  but  cautious  and  old 
Nuri-es-Said,  a  virtual  dictator. 

Dr.  Lancaster  believes  Iraq  is  "defi- 
nitely the  most  stable  state  in  the  Mid- 
dle East  and  aside  from  Turkey  is  the 
most  friendly  to  the  West."  Unlike  the 
rest  of  the  area,  Iraq,  that  once  sup- 
ported 35,000,000  people  but  now  only 
5,000,000,  does  not  have  a  population 
problem. 

Young  King  Feisal  II,  educated  in 
England,  is  popular  but  is  under  the 
wing  of  his  uncle,  Abdul-Illah,  the 
Crown  Prince.  In  an  interview  the  king 
gave  Fulbright  grantees,  Dr.  Lancaster 
found  him  poised  and  informed. 


"Monarchy  is  a  necessity  in  a  land 
where  a  living  symbol  is  needed  to 
make  government  intelligible  to  the 
ruder  sort  of  people,  and  it  provides 
a  rallying  point  for  national  unity,"  he 
comments. 

Arab  nationalism  is  a  growing  force 
forged  on  the  anvil  of  Israel,  and  the 
Arabs  confidently  expect  to  drive  the 
Israeli  into  the  sea,  he  said. 

Fifty  percent  of  the  income  from  oil 
is  paid  the  nation,  and  of  this,  70  per 
cent  goes  to  a  Development  Board  en- 
gaged in  long  range  constructive  pro- 
jects— dams,  roads,  irrigation  systems, 
public  works,  and  housing.  On  this 
board,  unique  in  the  Middle  East,  an 
American  and  an  English  engineer 
serve  with  voting  rights. 

The  educational  system,  Dr.  Lancas- 
ter explains,  is  operated  by  the  cen- 
tral government  and  is  designed  to  ed- 
ucate people  of  every  station  in  life  in 
a  country  where  80  percent  of  the  peo- 
ple do  not  read  or  write.  Funds  from 
the  oil  revenue  are  building  schools 
for  a  system  planned  by  the  English. 

"There  is  no  University  of  Baghdad, 
but  instead  a  system  of  colleges  as  yet 
disunited  and  separate  and  well  staffed 
by  superbly  educated  people,"  he  said. 

At  the  same  time  new  education 
brings  frustration  to  its  students.  "They 
are  sent  to  England  and  America  and 
given  the  equivalent  of  $3,000  a  year 
and  return  to  jobs  that  pay  less  than 
$100  per  month,"  Dr.  Lancaster  com- 
ments. "This  breeds  young  revolution- 
aries." 

Students  are  eager,  interested,  and 
more  diligent  and  aspiring  than  their 
American  counterparts,  and  co-educa- 
tion in  most  colleges  is  breaking  down 
old  mores  among  the  educated  few. 

Dr.  Lancaster  cites  a  need  for  libra- 
ries and  better  physical  facilities  of  all 
kinds.  "If  the  United  States  built  a 
university  in  each  Middle  Eastern 
country  and  gave  it  to  the  people,  the 
cost  would  not  equal  what  we  are  now 
spending  in  most,"  he  feels.  "Such  a 
project  would  stand  as  an  enduring 
testimonial  of  American  friendship  and 
generosity."

A  Gift  to  Greece 

The  largest  ancient  building  ever  re- 
constructed was  dedicated  in  Ath- 
ens, Greece,  on  September  2.  From  his 
position  among  the  clouds  hovering 
over  Mount  Olympus,  Sewanee's  late 
Henry  M.  Gass  would  have  been  look- 
ing on  with  approval.  In  1950  Major 
Gass  went  to  see  for  himself  the  coun- 
tries whose  literature  he  had  inter- 
preted to  generations  of  Sewanee  stu- 
dents. In  Athens  he  and  (to  use  Goe- 
the's phrase)  the  lovely  Marguerite 
stayed  at  the  American  School  of 
Classical  Studies. 

Plans  were  underway  for  the  pro- 
ject of  rehabilitation  and  Major  Gass 
immediately  enrolled  the  University  of 
the  South  as  a  participant  in  the  en- 
terprise. On  his  return,  he  added  to  the 
slender  budget  of  the  classical  lan- 
guages department  the  item  of  $250  as 
an  annual  gift  to  the  venture. 

Thus  it  is  that  the  Stoa  of  Attalos 
was  opened  to  the  public  as  a  mus- 
eum housing  all  the  recent  discoveries 
of  the  American  School  of  Classical 
Studies  in  the  Agora,  ancient  market 
place  where  democracy  was  born.  At- 
talos II,  King  of  Pergamon  in  Asia  Mi- 
nor, ruled  in  159-138  B.C.  and  was  the 
donor  of  the  original  building.  The 
dedication  in  Athens  climaxed  a 
three-day  program  on  the  occasion  of 
the  75th   anniversary  of  the  school. 

Numerous  American  and  Greek  con- 
tributors joined  to  give  a  million  dol- 
lars to  reconstruct  the  Stoa  and  this 
amount  was  matched  by  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  Jr.  Persons  invited  to  the 
ceremony  will  include  the  King  and 
Queen  of  the  Hellenes  and  Dr.  Bayly 
Turlington,  professor  of  Greek  and 
Latin  at  the  University  of  the  South. 


Wat  kins   Honored 
In  Tulsa 

George  L.  Watkins,  '07,  retired  in 
June  after  twenty-three  years  as  post- 
master of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma.  He  pre- 
viously was  city  commissioner  and 
mayor.

After  many  years  at  Purdue  Univer- 
sity, he  taught  at  Howard  College  in 
Birmingham.  Now  he  will  teach  flying 
at  Mattoon.

Swiggett's  Dante 
To  Be  Published 

The  major  publication  of  the  Univer- 
sity Press  this  winter  will  be  an  Eng- 
lish translation  of  The  Divine  Comedy 
of  Dante  in  the  original  rhyme  scheme, 
terza  rima.  The  translation  is  the  cul- 
mination of  the  life  work  of  Dr.  Glen 
Levin  Swiggett,  who  was  professor  of 
modern  languages  at  Sewanee  in  the 
administrations  of  Dr.  Wiggins  and  Dr. 
Hall. 

The  University  Press  has  already 
published  three  books  of  sonnets  by  Dr. 
Swiggett  and  will  publish  a  fourth, 
The  Holy  Spirit's  Seven  Gifts.  Ad- 
vance orders  at  $6.00  will  be  accepted 
for  the  Dante  until  November  30.  Then 
the  price  will  be  $7.50  for  this  luxury 
edition. 

Dr.  Swiggett  and  his  wife,  the  former 
Emma  Bain,  are  both  aged  89.  They 
are  the  oldest  living  married  graduates 
of  the  University  of  Indiana.  Dr.  Swig- 
gett, after  teaching  at  a  number  of 
colleges,  achieved  international  re- 
nown as  an  expert  in  foreign  trade  and 
Pan-American  relations.  Mrs.  Swiggett 
has  served  as  chairman  of  the  national 
legislative  committees  of  the  National 
Council  of  Women,  the  American  As- 
sociation of  University  Women,  and  the 
National  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers.  She  organized  the  first  meet- 
ing of  Pan-American  women  ever  held, 
in  1915-16  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Pan- 
American   Scientific    Congress. 

The  only  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Swig- 
gett, Levin  Bain,  died  in  1912  at  Se- 
wanee before  the  end  of  his  freshman 
year.

Deaths 

The  death  on  February  2  of  Amelia 
Gorgas  Palfrey,  widow  of  former  stu- 
dent George  DeClouet  Palfrey,  '78,  cut 
one  of  the  few  remaining  links  between 
today  and  Sewanee's  first  decade.  Mrs. 
Palfrey  was  born  in  1859  and  came  to 
Sewanee  with  her  parents,  General 
and  Mrs.  Josiah  Gorgas,  in  1869.  She 
was  married  in  1881  in  Tuscaloosa 
where  her  father  had  become  president 
of  the  University  of  Alabama  after 
leaving  Sewanee  in  1878.  Her  brother- 
in-law,  Henry  S.  Palfrey,  '81,  ATO, 
still  lives  in  Franklin,  Louisiana,  one 
of  Sewanee's  half-dozen  oldest  alumni. 

Horace  Andrew  Adams,  A'89,  died 
in  Birmingham  in  November  at  the 
age  of  87.  He  entered  the  Sewanee 
Grammar  School  in  1885.  He  was  a 
traveling  salesman  for  many  years.  He 
is  survived  by  a  sister. 

The  Rev.  John  Beean,  '95,  died  in 
June  at  Ocean  Springs,  Mississippi,  at 
his  home  there.  He  received  prepara- 
tory and  theological  education  at  Se- 
wanee, and  spent  his  entire  ministry  in 
Mississippi,  serving  churches  in  Brook- 
haven,  Pascagoula,  and  McComb.  Mrs. 
Beean  died  a  number  of  years  ago.  He 
divided  his  estate  between  Sewanee 
and  the  diocese  of  Mississippi.  His  dio- 
cese reports  that  "he  was  a  devoted 
friend  to  Bishop  Bratton  and  was  al- 
ways grateful  for  what  Sewanee  and 
the  DuBose  family  meant  to  him." 

Richard  Wallace  Hogue,  '97,  DTD, 
died  June  20  in  Fredericksburg,  Vir- 
ginia, following  a  heart  attack  earlier 
in  the  month.  After  attending  the 
academy,  the  college,  and  the  seminary, 
he  was  ordained  in  1899.  He  served 
churches  in  North  Carolina  and  in  Bal- 
timore, Maryland.  In  1916  he  was 
awarded  the  degree  of  doctor  of  di- 
vinity by  St.  John's  College,  Annapo- 
lis. After  a  dispute  with  his  vestry 
over  the  use  of  the  parish  house  for 
public  discussions  of  the  unemploy- 
ment crisis  of  1915-16  and  disagree- 
ments over  theological  and  social  pro- 
blems with  his  bishop,  he  left  the  min- 
istry and  became  executive  secretary 
of  the  Church  League  for  Industrial 
Democracy.  From  1929  until  his  re- 
tirement in  1942  he  worked  with  leg- 
islative bureaus  doing  research  and 
promoting  legislation  in  the  public  in- 
terest. He  has  been  living  at  his  coun- 
try home,  Kelly's  Ford  Farm,  near 
Remington,  Virginia.  He  and  Mrs. 
Hogue  visited  the  Mountain  several 
years  ago  and  he  placed  in  the  Univer- 
sity Library  a  fine  portrait  of  the  Rt. 
Rev.    Richard    Hooker   Wilmer,    bishop 
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of  Alabama,  under  whom  he  entered 
the  ministry.  He  is  survived  by  Mrs. 
Hogue  and  a  daughter  and  a  son  by 
a  former  marriage. 

Dr.  Thomas  Bracc  Yancey.  '00,  KS. 
died  September  24  at  his  home  in 
Kingsport,  Tennessee.  He  first  prac- 
ticed medicine  in  LaGrange,  Tennes- 
see, but  in  1910  went  into  the  public 
health  work  in  which  he  was  a  pioneer. 
He  worked  in  sixty-seven  counties  in 
Tennessee  for  the  Rockefeller  Hook- 
worm Commission.  He  set  up  the  pub- 
lic health  unit  in  Kingsport  and  in 
1925  began  general  practice.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  from  1930  until  his  resig- 
nation in  August,  serving  as  president 
for  almost  ten  years.  Dr.  Yancey's  last 
visit  to  Sewanee  was  to  attend  the  grad- 
uation of  his  grandson,  Edward  H.  Car- 
ter, Jr.,  '56,  from  the  college  in  June. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  four  daugh- 
ters, and  a  son.  The  Kingsport  Times 
said  that  "No  man  entering  the  medical 
profession  ever  took  more  seriously  and 
lived  up  to  more  conscientiously  the 
Hippocratic  Oath.  .  .  .  He  was  the  very 
ideal   of  The   Doctor." 

Phelan  Beale.  '02.  DTD,  died  June 
12  in  Pass  Christian,  Mississippi,  where 
he  retired  two  years  ago.  He  was  a 
grandson  of  Judge  John  D.  Phelan  of 
Alabama,  the  first  president  of  Sewa- 
nee's  faculty  club,  the  EQB.  He  stu- 
died law  at  Sewanee  and  at  Columbia 
University  and  practiced  in  New  York. 
A  news  report  stated  that  he  was  one- 
time personal  attorney  for  Bernard  Ba- 
ruch.  Among  his  interests  was  hunt- 
ing and  in  1937  he  received  consider- 
able attention  for  the  purchase  of  an 
abandoned  lighthouse  to  keep  strangers 
away  from  his  private  game  preserve. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  a  daugh- 
ter, and  two  sons. 

Robert  E.  Cowart.  '03.  SAE,  died  on 
July  10.  1956,  after  a  recurrence  of 
cancer  which  began  in  1934.  He  was 
a  lawyer  and  banker  in  Forney,  Texas. 
Mrs.  Cowart  wrote  of  "his  magnificent 
courage  and  calm  assurance"  in  the 
trying  last  years  and  of  his  devotion 
to  Sewanee. 

Dr.  James  Walter  Warren.  M'04. 
died  April  15  in  New  Orleans,  where 
he  had  practiced  from  1923  until  his 
retirement  in  1953.  He  was  a  graduate 
of  Tulane  in  1904.  He  is  survived  by- 
Mrs.  Warren,  two  brothers,  and  two 
sisters. 

Dr.  Warren  H.  Reid.  '06.  died  Febru- 
ary 28.  1956,  and  is  buried  at  Pontotoc. 
Mississippi,  where  he  practiced  medi- 
cine for  thirty-six  years.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  a  son,  A.  K.  Reid.  of  Mt 
Vernon.  Illinois. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Randolph  Young,  M'06 
died  June  18  at  Jackson,  Louisiana.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  the  Kentucky  School 
of  Medicine  in  Louisville.  He  practiced 
in  Abbeville,  Rayne,  Mandeville,  and 
Covington,  Louisiana.  Two  of  his  bro- 
thers attended  the  Sewanee  Medical 
Department.  Dr.  Frank  F.  Young.  M'll. 
who  died  in  1951.  and  Dr.  Marion  Al- 
bert Young,  M'95,  who  died  in  1936. 
Three  Sewanee  medical  alumni  were 
among  his  pallbearers:  Dr.  Z.  J.  Fran- 
cez,  M'03,  Dr.  John  D.  Young.  M'12. 
and  Dr.  H.  A.  Eldredge.  M'03.  Two 
sisters  survive.  Mrs.  Young  died  sev- 
eral years  ago. 


Dr.  Albert  Williamson  Clanton, 
M'07,  died  May  28  in  Millport,  Ala- 
bama. 

George  Washington  Brown,  '08,  died 
July  20  in  Monroe,  Louisiana.  His 
home  was  in  Portland,  Arkansas,  where 
he  operated  a  drug  store  for  thirty- 
throe  years  before  retiring.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  a  brother. 

Austin  B.  Claypool,  '09,  DTD,  was 
killed  in  an  automobile  accident  on 
June  4  near  his  home  in  Muncie,  In- 
diana. He  was  a  nephew  of  Dr.  Glen 
L.  Swiggett,  who  was  professor  of  mod- 
ern languages  at  Sewanee  when  Mr. 
Claypool  enrolled.  Much  of  his  life 
was  spent  in  Alberta,  Canada,  where 
he  developed  an  eight  hundred  acre 
ranch  and  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Canadian  Parliament  from  1921  to  1935. 
Since  1942  he  had  lived  in  Muncie 
where  he  was  a  real  estate  developer. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Delaware  County  Coun- 
cil.    He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Claypool. 

The  Rev.  Loreto  Serapion,  '15,  died 
January  19,  1956,  in  Cuba.  He  attended 
Havana  and  Candler  Colleges  in  Ha- 
vanna,  received  bachelor's  and  mas- 
ter's degrees  in  law  from  the  Chicago 
College  of  Law,  and  a  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Havana.  At  one  time  he 
served  St.  Luke's  Church  in  Manila 
and  more  recently  had  been  in  educa- 
tional work  in  Havana.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Nelson  MacCallum, 
'16,  KS,  died  August  24  at  his  home  in 
El  Paso  at  the  age  of  68.  For  the  past 
year  he  had  held  only  occasional  ser- 
vices. He  received  college  and  semi- 
nary training  at  Sewanee  and  was  one 
of  the  charter  students  of  the  Grad- 
uate School  of  Theology  in  1937.  He 
was  one  of  two  seminarians  in  Sewa- 
nee history  to  captain  a  Tiger  foot- 
ball team.  He  served  parishes  in  Ten- 
nessee, Georgia,  Texas,  New  Mexico, 
and  South  Carolina.  He  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  a  daughter,  Virginia  Anne, 
and  a  son,  Robert,  Jr.,  all  of  El  Paso. 
Interment  of  his  ashes  is  to  be  at  Se- 
wanee. In  charge  of  services  in  El  Paso 
were  his  Sewanee  contemporaries,   the

June  8  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  fol- 
lowing a  stroke.  He  served  as  a  lieu- 
tenant in  France  during  World  War  I 
and  for  the  past  twenty  years  had  been 
veterans'  service  officer  for  Caddo  Par- 
ish. He  was  described  as  "one  of  the 
best  known  and  most  efficient  public 
officials"  in  the  parish  "whose  good 
work  will  live  after  him  for  many 
years."

Dr.  Francis  S.  Dixon,  '23,  died  Octo- 
ber 3  in  Natchez,  Mississippi.  He  was 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Miss- 
issippi and  of  Tulane.  He  was  a  fellow 
of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife.  Although 
Dr.  Dixon  attended  Sewanee  very 
briefly,  he  remained  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  University. 

William  Archer  Mothershead,  '25, 
KA,  died  December  19,  1955,  in  Ox- 
ford, Mississippi,  following  a  heart  at- 
tack. For  a  number  of  years  he  was  in 
the  hotel  business  but  more  recently 
had  operated  the  Ole  Miss  Cleaners 
and  an  apartment  house.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  two  sons. 

The  Rev.  Stanley  I.  W.  Dean,  '30, 
died  September  27,  1955,  in  Kingston. 
New  York.  He  had  been  rector  of 
Holy  Cross  Church  there  since  1942. 
He  was  a  veteran  of  World  War  I.  He 
is  survived  by  a  son.  Otto  Kirchner 
Dean,  '39,  of  Bloomington.  Indiana, 
and  two  grandchildren. 

James  Lemen  Begcs.  Jr..  '34.  PGD, 
died  May  30  at  his  home  in  Kansas 
City,  Kansas,  following  a  heart  attack. 
He  was  a  navy  veteran  of  World  War 
II.  He  had  various  business  interests 
in  Kansas  City,  including  a  grocery  and 
a  coal  and  cement  company.  He  is 
survived   by   his   wife  and   a   daughter. 

Arch  Bishop.  Jr..  '40,  died  July  19  in 
Nashville  following  a  year  of  ilfhealth. 
He  attended  Sewanee  Military  Acad- 
emy as  well  as  the  college  and  was  a 
member  of  Phi  Delta  Theta.
